rne    of  my  more 
pleasurable  tasks  as  Chief  Administrative 
Officer  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  is  to  oversee  the  Publicity  and 
Advertising  Fund  of  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund.  Arts 
organizations  contribute  greatly  to  the  city's 
vitality  and  prestige,  and  the  P  &  A  Fund  is 
our  way  of  investing  in  those  organizations 
that  best  fulfill  our  goals:  to  promote  and 
advertise  San  Francisco  nationally  and  inter- 
nationally, and  preserve  its  cultural  identity. 

We  estimate  that  city-funded  arts  programs 
reach  more  than  five  million  people  every 
year  at  an  average  cost  of  60  cents  per 
person.  This  investment  in  the  arts  touches  all 
aspects  of  San  Francisco  life,  strengthens  its 
economy  and  its  neighborhoods,  enhances  its 
reputation  and  provides  an  extraordinary 
return  for  our  money. 

Established  in  1961,  P  &  A  was  the  first 
such  fund  in  the  country,  and  no  guidelines 
existed  for  its  administration.  Over  the  years, 
hotel  tax  collections  increased,  and  P  &  A 
funds  were  being  disbursed  fairly  smoothly, 
but  somewhat  randomly.  When  I  was  appointed 
CAO  in  1977,  several  groups  were  suing  the 
city  over  denial  of  funding.  Clearly,  the  city 
needed  a  consistent  policy  to  provide  equitable 
public  support  and  maintain  accountability  to 
the  community. 

I  established  an  Advisory  Committee  with 
a  broad  community  base  and  included 
people  with  outstanding  records  in  progressive 
foundation  support  of  the  arts— Ed  Nathan, 
executive  director  of  the  Zellerbach  Family 
Fund;  Tom  Layton,  executive  director  of  the 
Wallace  Alexander  Gerbode  Foundation;  and 
community  representative  Leslie  Luttgens,  who 
chaired  the  committee. 

Asked  to  study  the  situation  and  make 
recommendations  to  me,  the  committee  found 
that  San  Francisco  has  an  extremely  rich  and 
varied  indigenous  arts  culture,  and  that 
whether  large  or  small,  arts  groups'  creations 
are  good  for  the  city's  economy  and  quality 
of  life.  Since  these  groups  help  make  San 
Francisco  such  an  appealing  place  to  live  and 
visit,  the  committee's  recommendation  seemed 
altogether  appropriate:  Return  city  dollars  to 
the  arts  in  the  form  of  long-term  general 
operating  support. 


So  the  Advisory  Committee,  in  conjunction 
with  the  arts  community,  created  the  rock 
upon  which  P  &  A  now  rests— the  Goals  and 
Criteria  for  Funding.  Revised  and  refined  in 
1983,  these  criteria  are  well-known  to  arts 
groups  and  generally  are  respected  as  fair 
guidelines  for  eligibility— a  fact  in  which  we 
take  great  pride. 

We  maintain  close  contact  with  our 
grantees  and  are  keenly  aware  of  their 
priorities  and  their  problems.  There  have  been 
some  setbacks  for  the  arts  in  recent  years: 
cutbacks  in  other  government  funding,  closing 
of  performance  spaces  because  of  fire  and 
code  violations,  lack  of  live/work  space  for

visual  artists,  inadequate  wages  for  performing 
artists,  scant  support  for  minority  and  other 
special  constituency  cultural  organizations. 

As  a  major  financial  supporter  of  the  arts 
in  San  Francisco,  P  &  A  recognizes  its 
responsibility  to  address  these  issues.  We 
have  a  priceless  and  irreplaceable  asset  to 
protect. 

Beginning  in  late  1984,  P  &  A  will  have 
the  added  pleasure  of  overseeing  the  Volun- 
tary Arts  Contribution  Fund,  a  new  source  of 
support  for  the  arts  that  will  help  groups  meet 
some  critical  needs.  The  Fund  will  allow 
property  tax  payers  to  add  a  $5  contribution 
on  their  tax  payment  to  go  directly  toward 
arts  groups'  capital  and  equipment  needs. 
These  donations  will  have  a  very  real 
impact— they  give  the  public  an  opportunity  to 
help  preserve  our  dynamic  arts  community.

'an  Francisco  ripples 
with  the  stream  of  events  flowing  through  its 
neighborhood  parks  and  world- renowned 
Opera  House,  experimental  theaters  and 
state-of-the-art  symphony  hall,  ethnic  cultural 
centers  and  marbled  art  museums.  Colorful 
parades  and  holiday  festivals  bring  the 
activity  into  the  streets. 

And,  through  a  funding  process  that  is 
unusual  for  a  municipal  government,  the  city 
helps  maintain  this  artistic  diversity. 

San  Francisco's  Publicity  and  Advertising 
Fund— affectionately  known  as  P  &  A— draws 
from  hotel  tax  revenues  and  awards  grants  to 
more  than  100  organizations.  Their  quality 
exhibitions,  entertainments  or  promotional 
services  enhance  the  city's  reputation  and 
cultural  ambience. 

Grantees  include  the  largest  video  festival 
and  the  oldest  ballet  company  in  the  country, 


the  West  Coast's  only  black  theater  group 
building  a  resident  company,  an  opera 
company  second  only  to  the  Met,  and  the 
only  California  theater  group  devoted  to 
producing  new  works  by  playwrights. 

San  Francisco  is  one  of  319  cities  and 
counties  in  33  states  that  levy  a  tax  on  visitors 
in  hotels  and  motels.  But  this  city  is  among  the

very  few  that  allocate  a  portion  of  their  hotel 
tax  revenues  to  arts,  cultural  and  promotional 
organizations.  And  San  Francisco  strongly 
supports  its  mid-  and  small-sized  arts  groups, 
which  receive  45%  of  P  &  A  funds. 

"Cultural  democracy  seems  to  be  alive  in 
San  Francisco  today,"  says  Joy  Beaton, 
executive  director  of  Chicago  Community 
Trust,  a  community  foundation  that  grants  $2 
million  annually  to  nonprofit  arts  groups. 

Beaton  visited  San  Francisco  recently 
because  public  and  private  funders  in  Chicago 
were  looking  for  "new  and  fresh  ways  of 
supporting  the  arts."  She  found  the  P  &  A 
Fund  innovative  and  the  city's  reputation  for 
rich  cultural  experiences  well-deserved.  "You 
might  say  there's  a  San  Francisco  esthetic: 
West  Coast,  environmental,  political,  slightly 
irreverent." 

The  city's  healthy  economy  gains  stability 
from  tourism.  But  it  takes  foresight  on  the  part 
of  public  officials  to  make  the  connection 
between  supporting  an  area's  arts  community 
and  encouraging  tourism,  says  James  Backus, 
executive  director  of  the  Southern  Arts 
Federation  in  Atlanta. 

During  fiscal  1983-84,  hotel  tax  funds 
helped  93  organizations  present  more  than 
7,000  exhibitions,  performances,  parades  and 
festivals.  According  to  reports  from  the 
grantees,  about  5V2  million  people,  at  least 
2Vi  million  of  them  tourists,  attended  these

widely  diverse  entertainments. 

"San  Francisco,"  says  Backus,  "is  a 
model,  an  example  of  a  fully  mature,  fully 
institutionalized  use  of  the  (hotel)  tax."

Where  the  Money  Comes  From, 
Where  It  Goes 

Overnight  visitors  who  stay  in  San  Francisco  hotels 
and  motels  pay  a  9.75%  city  tax  on  their  room  bill.  Hotel 
owners  turn  over  the  tax  money  quarterly  to  the  City  Tax 
Collector's  Office.  In  1983-84  those  revenues  totalled  $35 
million. 

Based  on  a  Board  of  Supervisors  formula,  the  first 
1.75%  of  the  hotel  tax  pie  goes  to  the  city's  general  fund. 
Of  the  remaining  8%,  12%  goes  to  P  &  A;  50%  to 
construction  and  financing  of  Moscone  Convention 
Center;  6.23%  to  low-income  housing  in  the  Yerba  Buena 
redevelopment  area;  6.23%  to  payment  of  bonded 
indebtedness  on  Candlestick  Park;  and  8.5%  to  the  War 
Memorial  Fund  for  maintaining  Performing  Arts  Center 
facilities.  The  unallocated  portion  is  earmarked  for  the 
general  fund.

/Arts  funding?  It's 
always  precarious,"  says  Ruth  Felt,  president 
of  San  Francisco  Performances,  Inc.,  a  P  &  A 
grantee  for  the  last  two  years.  But  it's  getting 
less  precarious  for  Felt's  four-year-old  organ- 
ization, which  presents  major  performing 
artists.  Attendance  has  jumped  from  8,000  its 
first  season  to  25,000  this  year. 

"P  &  A  funding,"  Felt  says,  "gives  me 
enormous  security,  the  kind  that  lets  me  take

risks  and  make  realistic  plans  at  the  same 
time.  It's  essential  to  our  survival." 

P  &  A  funds  are  primarily  for  general 
support.  Grantees  can  use  the  money  for 
staff,  publicity  or  performance  costs— whatever 
will  help  stabilize  or  advance  the  group's 
work.  Also,  unlike  most  other  funding  sources, 
public  or  private,  P  &  A  doesn't  limit  the 
number  of  years  a  group  can  receive  grants, 
as  long  as  it  keeps  meeting  the  criteria,  and 
its  work  reflects  the  Fund's  goal  of  promoting 
San  Francisco  and  enhancing  its  image  by 
putting  on  quality  events. 

An  example  of  a  grantee  that  satisfies  the 
Fund's  criteria  is  the  1 1  -year-old  Kronos 
Quartet,  dedicated  to  playing  the  works  of 
modern  composers,  from  Bela  Bartok  to  Frank

As  artistic  director  David  Harrington  says, 
"Anytime  there's  a  world-class  musical  group 
that  plays  all  its  premieres  here  in  San 
Francisco  and  then  takes  that  music  on  tour, 
ifs  image-building  for  the  city." 

Many  P  &  A  grantees  reach  out  to 
audiences  that  might  otherwise  be  neglected, 
reinforcing  pride  in  the  ethnic  communities 
and  local  artists  who  add  luster  to  San 
Francisco: 

-  S.E.W.  Productions/Lorraine  Hansberry 
Theatre,  a  fast-growing  black  theater  company, 
offers  reduced- rate  tickets  to  seniors,  handi- 
capped, church  and  youth  groups,  and  works 
to  foster  a  positive  image  of  people  of  color. 

-  Galeria  de  la  Raza  showcases  Hispanic 
artists,  offers  free  exhibitions,  maintains  a 
resource  library  open  to  the  public,  and 
serves  as  a  model  for  and  provides  technical 
assistance  to  groups  elsewhere  that  want  to 
establish  a  similar  organization.

-  Make-a-Circus  performs  free  in  city 
parks  and,  after  the  show,  offers  circus  skills 
workshops  for  its  young,  primarily  minority 
audience. 

-  People  in  Plazas  presents  noontime 
musical  programs— from  individual  artists  to 
the  72-piece  San  Francisco  Symphony— in 
downtown  plazas  or  parks  that  draw  thousands 
of  office  workers,  visitors  and  shoppers. 

P  &  A  support  generally  is  limited  to 
10%  of  a  small  or  mid-sized  organization's 
budget  and  2%  to  3%  of  a  major  institution's 
budget.  Therefore,  grants  vary  widely  depend- 
ing on  the  group's  size.  Last  year  the  San 
Francisco  Opera  received  the  largest  grant, 
$550,000,  and  Tale  Spinners,  a  multi-genera- 
tional theater  group,  received  $3,500. 

But  P  &  A  grantees— big  and  small— agree 
that  the  Fund  provides  stability,  credibility  and 
visibility. 

Ruth  Felt  remembers  her  excitement  when 
San  Francisco  Performances  received  its  first 
grant:  "We  were  one  of  only  seven  new

"I've  never  seen  anyone  not  be  impressed 
when  I  describe  the  P  &  A  grants," 
Oppenheimer  says,  "particularly  the  way  we 
can  use  the  money  for  such  a  broad  range  of 
needs  and  be  reasonably  assured  that  if  we 
do  our  work  well,  the  city's  commitment  will 
continue." 

On-going  support  means  groups  can 
plan,  at  least  for  the  coming  year,  and  get  on 
with  the  jdbs  of  creating,  performing,  promot- 
ing. That  kind  of  stability  is  especially 


important  to  smaller  or  newer  organizations  in 
the  arts  community. 

San  Francisco  Blues  Festival  director  Tom 
Mazzolini  considers  the  Fund  the  evenf  s  only 
stable  source  of  income  for  publicity  now. 
"And  publicity  is  essential  to  our  growth. 
Without  P  &  A  we  just  couldn't  make  it."

funding  as  important,  though  not  such  a 
lifesaver.  The  prestigious  San  Francisco  Sym- 
phony—which last  year  received  $447,000, 
about  3%  of  its  annual  budget,  from  P  &  A— 
wouldn't  go  out  of  business  if  P  &  A  funds 
dried  up  or  were  suddenly  withdrawn,  admits 
development  director  Mike  Gehret.  "But  it's 
very  reassuring  to  have  that  income  base 
when  you're  doing  financial  planning.  It  helps 
keep  quality  up  for  the  600,000  people  who 
come  to  hear  us  every  year." 


Neighborhood  Arts  Program 

The  largest  share  of  P  &  A  funds  distributed  to  benefit 
ethnic  and  community  groups— close  to  $300,000— goes  to 
the  Neighborhood  Arts  Program.  The  17-year-old  NAP,  a 
project  of  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission,  maintains 
cultural  centers  in  the  Mission,  Bayview-Hunters  Point, 
Western  Addition  and  South  of  Market  neighborhoods, 
and  supports  some  programming  at  the  Chinese  Culture 
Center. 

The  Centers  take  responsibility  for  their  own  pro- 
gramming through  membership  in  the  Neighborhood  Arts 
Consortium,  a  two-year-old  private,  nonprofit  agency. 

Center  programs  serve  people  of  all  ages  and  include 
classes  and  workshops  in  the  performing  and  visual  arts, 
gallery  exhibitions,  and  performances  by  neighborhood 
and  visiting  artists.  Theater  space  for  resident  companies 
and  other  small  performing  groups,  technical  services  in 
everything  from  building  stages  to  creating  costumes,  and 
special  mural  projects  make  the  arts  accessible  to 
neighborhoods  and  enhance  the  city's  vitality.

Performing  Arts  Services  (PAS),  a  new  P  &  A 
grantee,  is  the  only  nonprofit  organization  in 
San  Francisco  devoted  entirely  to  promoting 
the  arts.  It  began  doing  this  in  1976  through 
ticket  subsidies,  designed  to  stimulate  atten-

recently  it  created  STBS— San  Francisco  Ticket 
Box  Office  Service. 

Located  at  bustling  downtown  Union 
Square,  the  STBS  office  offers  cut-rate  tickets 
on  the  day  of  the  performance.  Former  PAS 
executive  vice  president  Larry  Campbell  says 
the  service  spurs  audience  growth  for  arts 
groups  and  offers  incentive  to  residents  and 
visitors  to  become  regular  arts  patrons.  "What 
we  do  directly  benefits  San  Francisco,  so 
P  &  A  support  is  really  appropriate,  and  it  helps 
us  leverage  funding  from  other  sources." 

"Having  the  city  behind  you  financially  is 
really  potent,"  agrees  Misha  Berson,  executive 
director  of  Theatre  Communications  Center  of 
the  Bay  Area.  Considered  a  model  arts  service 
organization,  TCCBA  produces  several  pub- 
lications and  sponsors  workshops,  forums  and 
conferences  to  encourage  awareness  of 
theater.  Its  P  &  A  grant  goes  to  support  the 
Center-sponsored  Bay  Area  Theatre  Week. 
"When  we  look  for  corporate  support  espe- 
cially, the  cry  is  always,  'Who's  already  lined 
up?'

P  &  A  History: 
"The  most  enlightened 
fund  in  the  country" 


In  23  years,  the  Publicity 
and  Advertising  Fund  has  distributed  $56 
million  to  arts  and  promotional  groups.  "Ifs 
established  itself  as  a  model  for  other 
municipal  areas,"  says  Chicago  Community 
Trust's  Joy  Beaton. 

The  Fund  and  its  source  of  revenues,  the 
city's  hotel  tax,  were  initiated  in  1961  in 
response  to  a  then- new  piece  of  state 
legislation:  Section  26110  of  the  California 
Government  Code,  which  permitted  local 
governments  to  levy  a  special  tax  "for  the 
purpose  of  inducing  immigration  to,  and 
increasing  the  trade  and  commerce  of  the 
county."  The  Board  of  Supervisors  voted  in  a 
3%  tax  on  all  transient  hotel  room  receipts. 

The  first  year  of  the  hotel  tax  brought 
$1.1  million  into  city  coffers,  a  third  of  which 
went  to  the  P  &  A  Fund,  created  under  a  City 
Charter  amendment  that  also  named  the 
Chief  Administrative  Officer,  a  mayoral  ap- 
pointee, as  the  Fund's  administrator.  The 
CAO,  allocating  funds  under  percentages  set 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  approved  by 
the  mayor,  distributed  the  first  hotel  tax  funds

to  24  organizations. 

During  its  early  years,  San  Francisco's 
hotel  tax  resembled  many  current  uses  of  the 
tax  in  other  cities,  notes  James  Backus:  "San 
Francisco  had  no  formalized  criteria  for 
distribution,  the  majority  of  the  funds  allocated 
to  a  small  group  of  major  arts  institutions  with 
little  money  left  over  for  small  groups, 
administered  rather  informally."  During  those 
years,  promotional  organizations  received 
more  than  double  the  amount  allotted  to 
cultural  organizations. 

Major  changes  began  with  Mayor  George 
Moscone's  1977  appointment  of  Roger  Boas 
as  Chief  Administrative  Officer.  Boas  established

a  Citizen's  Advisory  Committee  and  with  input 
from  the  arts  community,  set  eligibility  criteria 
for  grant  applicants.  During  Boas'  tenure,  the 
percentage  of  hotel  tax  funds  going  to

support  the  arts  has  jumped  from  50%  to  its 
current  85%.  In  seven  years  under  Boas,  more 
than  $18  million  has  been  distributed  to  the 
arts  community,  almost  half  what  the  arts 
have  received  during  the  Fund's  history. 
"It's  the  most  enlightened  fund  in  the 
country,"  says  Richard  LeBlond,  president  of 
the  51 -year-old  San  Francisco  Ballet,  the 
nation's  oldest  dance  company.  "It  says

through  its  grants  that  the  arts  are  at  the 
center  of  what  San  Francisco  is  all  about,  that 
arts  represent  the  wonderful  mix  of  the  city." 
John  Kreidler,  program  executive  at  The 
San  Francisco  Foundation,  has  been  an 
informal  adviser  to  P  &  A's  Citizen's  Advisory 
Committee  for  four  years.  "Today,  respect  for 
the  Fund's  fairness,  steadiness,  sustaining 
quality  and  success  is  virtually  unanimous  in 
the  city,"  he  says. 


Ethnic  Dance  Festival: 
"A  blizzard  of  color" 

The  Hotel  Tax  Fund  had  a  two-fold  purpose  in  its 
1978  creation  of  the  Ethnic  Dance  Festival:  to  give  local 
companies  that  didn't  meet  P  &  A  criteria  performance 
opportunities,  and  to  present  low-cost,  high-caliber  dance 
in  the  city's  neighborhoods.  The  event's  reputation  has 
grown  rapidly  and  is  a  source  of  pride  to  P  &  A.  No  other 
festival  in  the  country  presents  so  many  companies  of 
comparable  diversity  and  quality. 

"A  blizzard  of  color,  a  capacity  house  and  an 
improved  sleekness  of  presentation"  is  how  San  Francisco 
Examiner  dance  critic  Allan  Ulrich  described  opening 
night  of  the  1984  festival.  Showcasing  18  groups  and  four 
soloists  at  the  Civic  Center's  Herbst  Theatre,  the  festival 
sold-out  four  performances  and  drew  a  total  audience  of 
4,000. 

Two  years  ago  P  &  A  funded  City  Celebration,  a 
private  nonprofit  agency  and  the  city's  main  presenter  of 
local  ethnic  and  community  arts  groups,  to  produce  the 
festival.  An  advisory  committee  of  dance  community  and 
media  representatives  meet  year-round  to  set  festival 
policy  and  plan  the  spring  event,  drawing  ideas  and 
support  from  participating  dance  companies. 

As  a  co- presenter  of  the  festival,  P  &  A  feels 
committed  to  nurturing  its  development  and  stability. 
Auditioning  companies  have  doubled  to  more  than  60  in 
the  last  two  years;  audiences  need  to  be  broadened  to 
include  more  seniors  and  young  people;  and  the  event, 
while  maintaining  its  growing  recognition,  needs  to  find  a 
way  to  return  to  home  to  the  neighborhoods.

The  Fund's  "fairness"  and  "steadiness"  is 
partly  an  outgrowth  of  the  financial  stability 
achieved  in  1982.  The  Board  of  Supervisors 
had  raised  the  hotel  tax  rate  twice  over  the 
years,  to  5.25%  in  1970  and  6%  in  1975.  As 
tax  revenues  had  increased,  so  had  the  P  &  A 
Fund.  Then,  in  1978,  the  city's  ability  to 
support  essential  services  with  property  tax 
revenues  was  cut  to  bare  bones  by  the 
passage  of  state  Proposition  13.  For  the  first 
time  in  the  hotel  tax's  history,  a  percentage  of 
revenues— 24%,  or  more  than  $5  million- 
went  to  the  city's  general  fund. 

To  save  the  hotel  tax  fund  from  certain 
demise,  the  supervisors  boosted  the  rate  to

8%.  As  it  was,  they  felt  they  had  to  cut  the 
P  &  A  allocation  from  33%  to  1 3%  of 
estimated  hotel  tax  revenues.  The  $4  million 
Fund  fell  to  $2.7  million. 

The  post- Proposition  13  years  have  forced 
San  Francisco  to  find  new  revenue  sources  to 
support  the  general  fund.  In  1980,  the 
supervisors  upped  the  hotel  tax  from  8%  to  its 
current  9.75%,  with  the  additional  1 .75% 
going  directly  to  the  general  fund.  Legislation 
passed  in  1982  gave  P  &  A  a  set  percentage 
of  estimated  revenues  for  the  first  time— its 
current  12%.  That  set  percentage  gives  P  &  A 
stability  and  lets  staff  plan  and  increase 
outreach  to  new  applicants. 

Because  of  San  Francisco's  healthy  tourist 
economy,  hotel  tax  revenues  continue  to 
increase.  And  P  &  A,  despite  the  drop  in  its 
slice  of  the  tax,  shares  the  growing  pie.

he  months  between 
December,  when  the  Chief  Administrative 
Officer  announces  the  coming  year's  applica- 
tion deadline,  and  August,  when  he  notifies 
groups  about  funding  decisions,  are  a  time  of 
enormous  activity. 

Application,  Review,  Contract  Decisions 

Word  of  the  application  deadline,  generally 
at  the  end  of  January,  is  announced  through 
mailings  and  the  media,  immediately  touching 
off  hundreds  of  requests  for  information  about 
eligibility,  criteria  and  application  procedures. 
During  December  and  January,  the  two- 
person  staff  field  these  requests,  mail  applica- 
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tions  to  current  grantees,  and  hold  informal 
sessions  to  explain  the  Fund's  processes  and 
distribute  forms  to  new  applicants. 

All  groups  that  apply  are  placed  into  one 
of  three  categories  and  must  meet  specific 
criteria  for  that  category.  All  must  be  tax- 
exempt,  nonprofit  organizations  or  use  an 
appropriate  fiscal  agent,  be  based  in  San 
Francisco  and  have  at  least  a  two-year 
history  of  continuous,  stable  programming. 

Application  review  is  an  on-going,  six- 
month  process.  Staff  and  Advisory  Committee 
members  meet  monthly  to  assess  the  eligibility 
of  each  organization,  whether  new  applicant 
or  current  grantee.  Staff  members  make  site 


visits  and  consult  experts  in  the  field,  critics 
and  other  funders  to  help  them  make  funding 
recommendations. 

Charlene  Harvey  is  chair  of  the  broadly 
based,  nine-member  P  &  A  Fund  Advisory 
Committee.  Appointed  by  the  CAO,  the 
members  offer  their  fiscal  and  management 
expertise  and  funding  knowledge  to  the 
grantmaking  process. 

Harvey  brings  25  years  of  experience  in 
nonprofit  management  and  volunteerism  to 
her  decisions  about  P  &  A  funding.  She  is 
"sensitive  to  nonprofits'  trials  and  tribulations," 
but  feels  grantees  must  meet  certain  standards: 
"I'm  looking  for  good  management,"  she 
says,  "strong  board  support,  good  audience 
figures.  A  group  shouldn't  be  self-serving— it 
should  be  giving  something  back  to  the 
community." 

An  Advisory  Committee  member  for  three 
years,  Harvey  says  the  committee  makes 
funding  decisions  in  an  atmosphere  of  cohesive- 
ness.  "Not  that  there  isn't  a  lot  of  discussion, 
give  and  take,  but  there's  a  great  deal  of 
respect  for  members'  opinions.  I  never  see 
anyone's  ego  wandering  around  the  table." 

In  July,  P  &  A  staff  and  the  Advisory 
Committee  present  their  recommendations  to 
the  CAO,  who  reviews  them,  makes  final 
determinations  and,  in  August,  notifies  groups 
by  letter  of  their  acceptance  or  rejection. 
Successful  applicants  sign  a  contract  for  the 
period  July  1  to  June  30,  the  city's  fiscal  year. 

The  number  of  groups  applying  for  P  &  A 
funds  hasn't  fluctuated  much  in  recent  years— 
between  140  and  160.  Neither  has  the 
number  of  lhose  that  are  funded— between 
90  and  100.  Every  year  several  groups  lose

their  P  &  A  funding  because  they  fail  to  meet 
criteria,  and  new  groups  take  their  place. 

Nancy  Meier,  executive  director  of  Business 
Volunteers  for  the  Arts,  a  two-year-old  special 
project  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  has  high  praise  for  the  Fund's 
decision-making  process.  "It's  neither  political 
nor  bureaucratic.  The  procedures  are  fair, 
and  the  groups  are  assessed  objectively." 

Business  Volunteers  helps  arts  groups  with 
management  problems,  and  though  it's  not  a 
P  &  A  grantee  itself,  works  with  many  groups 
that  are.  "I've  seen  some  groups,"  Meier 
says,  "who  I  don't  think  are  ready  yet  to  get 
city  support.  They've  been  turned  down  by 
P  &  A,  and  that,  too,  seems  appropriate.  On 
the  other  hand,  they  never  seem  to  be  just 
coldly  turned  down— P  &  A  staff  make  every 
effort  to  explain  the  decision."

Opting  for  the  Arts 


San  Francisco's  arts  community  will  get  a  financial 
boost  starting  in  November  1984.  Thafs  when  city 
property  tax  payers  can  begin  designating  $5  and  up  on 
their  tax  bills  toward  the  new  Voluntary  Arts  Contribution 
Fund. 

It's  much  like  the  political  party  fund  on  federal 
income  tax  forms,  though  tax  payers  won't  be  turning 
over  a  part  of  their  refunds— they'll  be  digging  into  their 
pockets  for  extra  dollars  for  the  arts. 

The  Chief  Administrative  Officer  will  administer  the 
fund,  which  carries  important  new  mandates:  Revenues 
will  go  to  help  nonprofit  arts  groups  acquire  equipment, 
maintain  their  facilities  and  make  capital  improvements- 
needs  that  can't  be  funded  through  P  &  A.  The  extra 
money  means  a  theatre  company  can  get  help  to  install  a 
fire  door,  a  gallery  to  put  in  track  lighting,  a  dance  studio 
to  improve  its  disabled  access. 

The  CAO  also  has  to  give  preference  to  groups  with 
annual  budgets  under  $1  million  and  priority  to  achieving 
"the  maximum  degree  of  cultural  and  ethnic  diversity  .  .  . 
among  recipients  of  funds." 

It's  unknown  how  much  money  the  new  fund  will  raise 
for  arts  groups.  Other  California  counties  have  raised 
between  $20,000  and  $50,000  with  similar  funds. 


Reimbursements 

P  &  A  grantees  do  not  receive  funds  in 
lump  sums,  but  through  a  reimbursement 
system.  Once  a  group  signs  its  contract  in 
August  it  can  begin  submitting  receipts  for 
bills  incurred  from  the  previous  July  1.  Staff 
review  these  for  totals,  verify  invoice  dates 
and  documentation  of  payment,  then  authorize 
and  forward  cash  payments  to  the  group. 
Invoices  can  be  submitted  throughout  the 
fiscal  year,  until  the  end  of  June. 

The  time  lag  between  when  a  paid 
invoice  is  submitted  and  the  group  receives 
reimbursement  is  generally  two  to  three 
weeks.  For  big-budget  organizations,  this 
poses  no  problems.  To  Symphony  develop- 
ment director  Mike  Gehret,  the  process  is 
"blessedly  simple." 

For  smaller  groups,  the  timing  of  grant 
announcements,  and  thus  the  start  of  the 
reimbursement  cycle,  can  be  a  boon— or  an 
ordeal.  For  example,  the  annual  San  Francisco 
Video  Festival,  which  is  held  in  October,  gains 
"phenomenal  security,"  says  director  Steve 
Agetstein,  by  knowing  in  August  that  October 
bills  will  be  reimbursed  in  November. 

But  problems  can  arise  if  a  group  needs 
funds  immediately,  or  if  an  organization  that

receives  more  than  $10,000  from  P  &  A 
develops  a  cash  flow  crisis  and  needs  to 
claim  its  entire  grant  at  once.  City  funds  are 
released  quarterly,  thus  restricting  the  amount 
that  can  be  reimbursed  at  any  one  time. 

Last  year  P  &  A  made  an  unprecedented 
$10,000  grant  to  the  Arts  Loan  Fund,  a 
private-sector  consortium  of  16  local  arts 
funders.  The  Arts  Loan  Fund  makes  no-  and 
low-interest  loans  to  arts  groups  whose 
funding  from  government  contracts,  private 
grants  and  other  secured  income  sources  is 
delayed.  P  &  A  support  of  this  program 
indirectly  alleviates  some  reimbursement  prob- 
lems. 

"The  grant  to  us  is  P  &  A's  acknowledge- 
ment that  the  reimbursement  process  has 
some  problems,"  says  executive  director 
Steven  Lieberman.  "We  help  many  of  the 
same  arts  groups  get  on  with  their  work.  The 
grant  to  us  helps  P  &  A  grantees  and,  by 
extension,  the  city." 

Reporting  and  Evaluation 

P  &  A  grantees  keep  the  Fund  apprised  of 
their  progress  through  midyear  and  year-end 
reports.  Besides  detailing  a  group's  financial 
status  and  how  the  P  &  A  grant  was  used,  the 
reports  describe  program  activities  and  per- 
formance plans,  which  are  updated  throughout

Funding  Limitations 


In  general,  P  &  A  does  not  fund: 

Education  and  training  activities,  or  performing  activities  of 

students. 

Touring,  or  groups  whose  primary  activities  take  place  on 
tour. 

Organizations  whose  primary  purpose  is  to  provide  space, 
technical  assistance  or  support  services  to  the  arts. 

Start-up  money  for  a  program  not  yet  established,  or 
funds  for  capital  equipment  and  improvements. 

Individual  artists. 
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the  year  so  staff  can  schedule  site  visits.  Staff 
estimate  that  they  attend  well  over  100 
performances  and  events  during  the  year,  a 
cultural  whirlwind  thaf  s  both  pleasurable  and 
esential  to  their  work,  they  say. 

"I'm  constantly  impressed  with  how  staff 
interact  with  the  arts  community,  how  knowl- 
edgeable they  are  about  all  the  groups  they 
fund,"  says  Nancy  Meier. 

P  &  A  staff  members'  first-hand  experience 
with  grantees'  day-to-day  workings  and  spec- 
ial events  has  two  effects:  Their  awareness  is 
helpful  in  making  future  funding  recommenda- 
tions, and  the  grantees  get  the  message  that 
the  Fund  is  serious  about  maintaining  the 
city's  cultural  reputation. 

"The  Fund  has  undergone  remarkable 
changes,"  says  Larry  Campbell,  former  execu- 
tive vice  president  of  Performing  Arts  Services. 
"It  now  has  a  much  more  professional 
approach  to  its  responsibility." 

Part  of  that  approach  involves  validating 
the  contributions  of  small,  mid-sized  and 
major  organizations.  The  American  Indian 
Street  Fair  and  the  Symphony,  for  example, 
are  equally  important  in  preserving  San 
Francisco's  cultural  heritage  and  well-being. 

"It's  nice  to  know  you're  appreciated," 
says  Gayle  Nishikawa,  coordinator  of  the 
Asian  American  Dance  Collective.  "The  city  is 
making  a  clear  sratement:  'We  support  the 
quality  of  the  work  you  do  and  your  Asian 
American  culture.'  If  s  saying  we  offer  San 
Francisco  something  that  makes  the  city 
appealing." 

John  Sullivan,  deputy  director  of  the 
California  Arts  Council,  believes  that  validation 
is  essential. 

"In  today's  arts  environment,"  he  says, 
"there  are  a  lot  of  competing  voices  for 
funding.  There's  a  danger  of  polarization 
between  established  cultural  institutions  and 
smaller  community  arts  groups.  But  I  don't 
sense  that's  happening  in  San  Francisco.  The 
Publicity  and  Advertising  Fund  may  be  a  big 
factor  in  keeping  the  balance."

fan  Francisco  is  alive  with  the  arts. 
They  pulse  through  its  neighborhood 
parks  and  world-renowned  Opera 
House,  experimental  theaters  and  state- 
of-the-art  Symphony  Hall,  ethnic  cul- 
tural centers  and  marbled  art  museums. 
Parades  and  festivals  bring  vitality  to 
the  streets  and  add  to  the  city's  color 
and  excitement. 

And,  through  a  funding  process  that 
is  unusual  for  a  municipal  government, 
the  city  helps  maintain  this  artistic 
diversity. 

Since  1961,  Grants  for  the  Arts  of 
the  San  Francisco  Hotel  Tax  Fund  has 
distributed  more  than  $70  million  to 
the  arts  in  San  Francisco — $6.1  million 
of  that  in  1987-88  alone.  The  Grants 
Fund  draws  from  hotel  tax  revenues 
and  provides  grants  to  130  non-profit 
art,  cultural  and  promotional  organiza- 
tions. Their  quality  exhibitions,  enter- 
tainments or  promotional  services  en- 
hance the  city's  reputation  and  cultural 
ambience. 


Recipients  include  both  the  oldest 
international  film  festival  and  the  oldest 
ballet  company  in  the  country,  one  of 
the  leading  Black  theater  groups  on  the 
West  Coast,  an  opera  company  second 
only  to  the  Met,  the  only  North  Ameri- 
can museum  with  national  recognition 
devoted  solely  to  the  exhibition  of 
Mexican  and  Mexican-American  art 
and  culture,  and  the  foremost  present- 
ers and  performers  in  the  Bay  Area  of 
contemporary  and  performance  art. 

Cities  and  counties  in  50  states  and 
the  District  of  Columbia  levy  taxes  on 
visitors  in  hotels  or  motels.  But  San 
Francisco  is  among  the  very  few  cities 
that  allocate  a  portion  of  their  hotel  tax 
revenue  to  arts,  cultural  and  promo- 
tional organizations.  And  San  Francisco 
strongly  supports  its  mid-  and  small- 
sized  arts  groups,  which  receive  over 
50%  of  Grants  funds. 

Supporting  the  growing  arts  industry 
through  tourist-derived  revenue  has 
proven  a  sound  investment.  A  study

sity shows  that  half  of  the  more  than 
five  million  people  who  attended  per- 
formances and  exhibitions  presented  by 
San  Francisco  non-profit  arts  organiza- 
tions in  1985  were  tourists  and  visitors: 
their  minimal  contribution  to  the  city's 
economy  through  ancillary  expenditures 
at  restaurants,  bars  and  parking  estab- 
lishments was  estimated  at  close  to  $100 
million.  Non-profit  arts  organizations 
also  directly  boost  the  city's  economy 
by  spending  $58  million  annually  for 
services  purchased  in  San  Francisco  and 
providing  employment  to  9,000  people.

Overnight  visitors  who  stay  in  San  Francisco  hotels  and  motels  pay 
an  1  \%  city  tax  on  their  room  bill.  Hotel  owners  turn  over  this  tax 
money  quarterly  to  the  city  Tax  Collector's  Office.  In  1987-88,  reve- 
nues are  expected  to  total  $62  million,  with  more  than  $7  million 
going  to  Grants  for  the  Arts.

iarly  on,  it  was  easy  to  perform, 
pass  the  hat  and  split  the  proceeds 
among  the  performers,"  says  Pat 
Osbon,  general  manager  of  the  25- 
year-old  San  Francisco  Mime  Troupe. 
These  days,  from  July  4  through  Labor 
Day,  the  Mime  Troupe  performs  free 
in  Bay  Area  parks,  drawing  annual 
crowds  of  more  than  20,000  people.  "I 
really  doubt  that  the  Troupe  could  con- 
tinue to  produce  its  eight-  to  nine-week 
season,  given  today's  economic  realities, 


without  the  support  of  Grants  for  the 
Arts." 

Grants  funds  are  provided  primarily 
for  general  operations  support.  Reci- 
pients can  use  the  money  for  staff, 
publicity  or  performance  costs — what- 
ever will  help  stabilize  or  advance  the 
group's  work.  Unlike  most  other  fund- 
ing sources,  public  or  private,  the 
Grants  Fund  doesn't  limit  the  number 
of  years  a  group  can  receive  grants,  as 
long  as  it  keeps  meeting  the  criteria, 
and  its  work  reflects  the  Fund's  goal  of 
promoting  San  Francisco  and  enhancing 
its  image  by  putting  on  quality  events. 

ARTS  AND  SPECIAL  EVENTS 

An  example  of  a  recipient  that  satis- 
fies the  Fund's  criteria  is  the  14-year- 
old  Kronos  Quartet,  dedicated  to  play- 
ing the  works  of  modern  composers, 
from  Bela  Bartok  to  Frank  Zappa.  Kro- 
nos tours  throughout  the  year.  Quartet 
member  David  Harrington  says,  "Any- 
time there's  a  world-class  musical  group 
that  plays  all  its  premieres  here  in  San 
Francisco  and  then  takes  that  music  on 
tour,  it's  image-building  for  the  city." 

Many  Grants  recipients  reach  out  to 
audiences  that  might  otherwise  be  neg- 
lected, reinforcing  pride  in  the  ethnic 
communities  and  local  artists  who  add 
luster  to  San  Francisco: 

•  S.E.W.  Productions/Lorraine 
Hansberry  Theatre,  a  fast-growing  Black 
theater  company,  offers  reduced-rate 
tickets  to  seniors,  handicapped,  church 
and  youth  groups,  and  works  to  foster 
a  positive  image  of  Third  World  people. 

•  Galeria  de  la  Raza  showcases  Lati- 
no/Chicano  artists,  offers  free  exhibi- 
tions, and  serves  as  a  model  for  and 
provides  technical  assistance  to  groups 
elsewhere  that  want  to  establish  a  simi- 
lar organization. 

•  San  Francisco  Blues  Festival  bills 
local  artists  alongside  big-name  blues 
musicians,  and  does  outreach  to  inter- 
national blues  societies  and  networks. 

•  Make* a* Circus  performs  free  in 
city  parks  and,  after  the  show,  offers 
circus  skills  workshops  for  its  young, 
primarily  multicultural  audience. 

•  People  in  Plazas  presents  noon- 
time musical  programs— from  popular

individual  artists  to  local  groups— in 
downtown  plazas  or  parks  that  draw 
thousands  of  office  workers,  visitors  and 
shoppers. 

Grants  support  generally  is  limited 
to  1096  of  a  small  or  mid-sized  organ- 
ization's budget  and  296  to  3%  of  a 
major  institution's  budget.  Allocations, 
therefore,  vary  widely  depending  on  the 
group's  size  and  budget  request.  In 
1987-88  the  San  Francisco  Opera  re- 
ceived the  largest  grant,  $750,000,  and 
San  Francisco  Choral  Artists,  a  chamber 
ensemble  newly  added  to  the  funding 
docket,  received  $1,200. 

But  Grants  recipients  —  big  and 
small — agree  that  the  Fund  provides 
stability,  credibility  and  visibility. 

On-going  support  means  groups 
can  plan,  at  least  for  the  coming  year, 
and  get  on  with  the  job  of  creating, 
performing,  promoting.  That  kind  of 
stability  is  especially  important  to 
smaller  or  newer  organizations  in  the 
arts  community. 

"Grants  for  the  Arts  often  commits

NEIGHBORHOOD  ARTS  PROGRAM 

The  largest  share  of  Grants  funds  distributed  to  benefit  ethnic  and 
community  groups — close  to  $300,000 — goes  to  the  Neighborhood 
Arts  Program.  The  20-year-old  NAP,  a  project  of  the  San  Francisco 
Arts  Commission,  maintains  cultural  centers  in  the  Mission,  Bayview- 
Hunter's  Point,  Western  Addition  and  South  of  Market  neighbor- 
hoods, and  supports  some  programming  at  the  Chinese  Culture 
Center,  Tenderloin  Hospitality  House,  Visitacion  Valley  Community 
Center,  Potrero  Hill  Neighborhood  House,  and  the  San  Francisco 
County  Jail. 

The  Centers  take  responsibility  for  their  own  programming.  Center 
programs  serve  people  of  all  ages  and  include  classes  and  workshops 
in  the  performing  and  visual  arts,  gallery  exhibitions,  and  perform- 
ances by  neighborhood  and  visiting  artists.  Theater  space  for  resident 
companies  and  other  small  performing  groups,  technical  services  in 
everything  from  building  stages  to  creating  costumes,  and  special 
mural  projects  make  the  arts  accessible  to  neighborhoods  and  en- 
hance the  city's  vitality.

They  encourage 
tourism  and  help  assure  that  out-of- 
towners  can  find  their  way  to  the  best 
the  city  has  to  offer.

FUNDING  LIMITATIONS 

In  general,  the  Grants  Fund  does  not  fund: 

Education  and  training  activities,  or  performing  activities  of  students. 

Organizations  whose  primary  purpose  is  to  provide  space,  technical 
assistance  or  support  services  to  the  arts. 

Start-up  money  for  a  program  not  yet  established. 

Individual  artists. 

Activities  not  available  to  the  general  public. 

Activities  taking  place  outside  San  Francisco. 

Meals,  lodging  or  transportation. 


promotional  organizations  received  ap- 
proximately 3%  of  the  Grants  funds. 

The  68-year-old  Redwood  Empire 
Association  publicizes  San  Francisco  as 
part  of  its  promotion  of  nine  North 
Coast  counties.  Staff  field  telephone  in- 
quiries, provide  free  printed  informa- 
tion on  local  events  and  transportation 
and  maintain  a  file  of  photographs  for 
the  media  at  two  downtown  visitors' 
centers. 

Performing  Arts  Services  (PASS),  is 
the  only  non-profit  organization  in  San 
Francisco  devoted  entirely  to  promoting 
the  arts.  It  began  doing  this  in  1976 
through  ticket  subsidies,  designed  to  sti- 
mulate attendance  at  a  wide  variety  of 
arts  events.  In  1982  it  created  STBS— 
San  Francisco  Ticket  Box  Office  Service. 
Located  at  bustling  downtown  Union 
Square,  the  STBS  office  offers  cut-rate 
tickets  on  the  day  of  the  performance— 
a  service  that  spurs  audience  growth 
for  arts  groups  and  offers  incentives  to 
residents  and  visitors  to  become  regular 
arts  patrons.

for  small  groups,  and  funds  were  ad- 
ministered rather  informally.  During 
those  years,  promotional  organizations 
received  more  than  double  the  amount 
allotted  to  cultural  organizations. 

Since  then,  the  agency  has  evolved 
into  a  national  model  of  arts  funding, 
with  formal  eligibility  guidelines  and 
funding  criteria.  In  1977  a  community- 
based  advisory  committee  collaborated 
with  the  arts  and  business  communities 
to  develop  guidelines  that  served  as  the 
basis  for  the  decision-making  process 


of  Grants  for  the  Arts.  That  year  also 
marked  the  beginning  of  a  five-year 
growth  period  during  which  the  per- 
centage of  hotel  tax  funds  going  for 
support  of  the  arts  jumped  from  50% 
to  86%. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  had  raised 
the  hotel  tax  rate  twice  over  the  years, 
to  5.25%  in  1970  and  6%  in  1975.  As 
tax  revenues  had  increased,  so  had  the 
Grants  Fund.  Then,  in  1978,  the  city's 
ability  to  support  essential  services  with 
property  tax  revenues  was  cut  to  bare 
bones  by  the  passage  of  state  Proposi- 
tion 13.  For  the  first  time  in  the  hotel 
tax's  history,  a  percentage  of  revenues — 
24%,  or  more  than  $5  million— went  to 
the  city's  general  fund. 

To  save  the  hotel  tax  fund  from 
certain  demise,  the  supervisors  boosted 
the  rate  to  8%.  As  it  was,  they  felt  they 
had  to  cut  the  Grants  Fund  allocation 
from  33%  to  13%  of  estimated  hotel  tax 
revenues.  The  $4  million  Grants  Fund 
fell  to  $2.7  million. 

The  post- Proposition  13  years  forced 
San  Francisco  to  find  new  revenue 
sources  to  support  the  general  fund.  In 
1980,  the  supervisors  upped  the  hotel 
tax  from  8%  to  9.75%,  with  the  addi- 
tional 1.75%  going  directly  to  the  gen- 
eral fund.  Legislation  passed  in  1982 
gave  the  Grants  Fund  a  set  percentage 
of  estimated  revenues  for  the  first  time— 
12%.  That  percentage  gave  the  Fund 
stability  and  let  staff  plan  and  increase 
outreach  to  new  applicants. 

During  the  next  two  years,  however, 
the  arts  community  suffered  financial 
setbacks  from  cuts  in  federal  and  state 
funding,  rising  costs  and  the  demise  of 
federal  programs  such  as  the  Compre- 
hensive Employment  and  Training  Act 
(CETA) — all  of  which  helped  prompt 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  approve  a 
still  larger  set  percentage  of  hotel  tax 
revenues  for  the  Grants  Fund — 17%. 

In  January  1987  the  hotel  tax  was 
increased  from  9.75%  to  11%  with  the 
additional  1.25%  allotted  to  the  Mos- 
cone  Center  expansion.  In  1987-88  the 
Fund  will  distribute  more  than  $6. 1 
million  to  130  groups.

The  Grants  Fund  also 
has  developed  several  programs  to  meet 
new  or  special  needs. 

VOLUNTARY  ARTS 
CONTRIBUTION  FUND 

Since  1984,  Grants  for  the  Arts  has 
administered  the  Voluntary  Arts  Con- 
tribution Fund,  to  which  San  Francisco 
property  owners  can  contribute  $5  or 
more  to  benefit  the  arts  when  paying 
their  property  taxes.  These  funds  are 
earmarked  for  capital  improvements, 
facilities  maintenance  and  equipment 
acquisition.  Applying  organizations 
must  have  a  budget  of  less  than  $1 
million  and  meet  the  general  eligibility 
guidelines. 


ARTS  SPACES  INITIATIVE 

In  1985,  Grants  for  the  Arts  devel- 
oped the  innovative  Arts  Spaces  Initia- 
tive, which  has  provided  more  than 
$1.5  million  in  grants  to  performing 
and  visual  arts  organizations  for  building 
purchases  and  renovations,  code  im- 
provements, relocation  and  feasibility 
studies.  Applying  organizations  must 
meet  the  general  eligibility  guidelines. 

MULTICULTURAL  ARTS 
INITIATIVE  PROGRAM 

In  1988,  The  San  Francisco  Foun- 
dation, Grants  for  the  Arts  and  the  Na- 
tional Endowment  for  the  Arts  initiated 
a  unique  program  that  provides  funds 
and  artistic  and  technical  assistance  to 
selected  multicultural  arts  organizations 
based  in  Alameda,  Contra  Costa,  Ma- 
rin, San  Francisco  and  San  Mateo  coun-

PERFORMING,  VISUAL  AND  MEDIA  ARTS  ORGANIZATIONS: 
CRITERIA  FOR  APPLICANTS 

Applicants  should: 

Have  as  a  primary  purpose  the  performance  or  display  of  art  works. 

Reach  a  broad  and  definable  audience,  and  produce  accurate  records 
of  patronage. 

Produce  a  dependable  season  of  activities,  planned  and  publicized  in 
advance. 

Produce  consistently  high-quality  work. 

Utilize  indigenous  talent  and  local  San  Francisco  artists  and  staff 
whenever  possible. 

Serve  a  local  constituency  and  demonstrate  community  support. 

Demonstrate  outside  sources  of  funding — i.e.,  corporate,  foundation, 
donors,  NEA,  CAC. 

Maintain  a  percentage  of  earned  revenue  appropriate  to  the  activity 
and  its  budget. 

Demonstrate  sound  management  by  requesting  an  appropriate 
amount  of  annual  budget  from  the  Grants  Fund  (in  general,  less  than 
1096  of  budget),  and  preparing  and  submitting  a  yearly  financial 
statement. 

Be  accessible  and  attractive  to  visitors  to  San  Francisco.

NON-RECURRING  EVENTS 

Funding  is  provided  for  unantici- 
pated and  non-recurring  events  and 
celebrations  such  as  the  Diego  Rivera 
Centennial  celebration,  a  catalog  for  the 
permanent  collections  of  the  Fine  Arts 
Museums,  and  the  commemorative 
photography  exhibit  of  the  Shanghai 
Sister  City  Committee.  Funding  gener- 
ally is  earmarked  for  partial  subsidy  of 
publicity  costs  and  artist  fees.  Organ- 
izations may  apply  if  they  are  not  on 
the  regular  funding  cycle  for  Grants  for 
the  Arts  and  meet  the  general  eligibility 
guidelines. 

SAN  FRANCISCO  ETHNIC 
DANCE  FESTIVAL 

Co-sponsored  with  City  Celebration, 
Inc.,  the  San  Francisco  Ethnic  Dance 
Festival  is  one  of  the  most  diverse  dance 
events  in  the  United  States,  bringing 
together  dancers,  musicians,  and  audi- 
ences from  the  Bay  Area's  multicultural 
communities.  Since  its  inception  in 
1978,  the  annual  Festival  has  grown 
into  a  sold-out  celebration  at  the  Herbst 
Theatre  in  the  Performing  Arts  Center. 
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THE  GRANT-MAKING  PROCESS 


I  he  months  between  December, 
when  the  Chief  Administrative  Officer 
(CAO)  announces  the  coming  year's 
application  deadline  for  general  fund- 
ing, and  August,  when  he  notifies 
groups  about  funding  decisions,  are  a 
time  of  enormous  activity. 

APPLICATION,  REVIEW, 
CONTRACT  DECISIONS 

Word  of  the  application  deadline, 
mid-February  of  each  year,  is  announced 
through  mailings  and  the  media,  im- 
mediately touching  off  hundreds  of  re- 
quests for  information  about  eligibility, 
criteria  and  application  procedures. 
During  December,  January,  and  Feb- 
ruary, staff  field  these  requests,  mail 
applications  to  current  recipients,  and 
hold  public  meetings  to  explain  the 
Fund's  processes  and  distribute  forms 
to  new  applicants. 

All  groups  that  apply  are  placed  into 
one  of  three  categories — Performing, 
Visual  and  Media  Arts;  Annual  Cele- 
brations, Parades  and  Special  Events; 
or  Promotional — and  must  meet  speci- 
fic criteria  for  that  category.  All  must 
be  tax-exempt,  non-profit  organizations 
or  use  an  appropriate  fiscal  agent,  be 
based  in  San  Francisco  and  have  at  least 
a  two-year  history  of  continuous,  stable 
programming. 

Application  review  is  an  on-going, 
six-month  process.  Staff  of  Grants  for 
the  Arts  review  applications,  then  pres- 
ent evaluations  to  the  Citizens'  Advis- 
ory Committee  that  meets  monthly  to 
assess  the  eligibility  of  each  organiza- 
tion, whether  a  new  applicant  or  cur- 
rent recipient.  Staff  members  make  site 
visits  and  consult  experts  in  the  field, 
critics  and  other  hinders  to  help  them 
make  funding  recommendations. 

Appointed  by  the  CAO,  the  nine 
members  of  the  broadly-based  Advisory 
Committee  offer  their  fiscal  and  man- 
agement expertise  and  funding  knowl- 
edge to  the  grant-making  process.  They 
provide  guidance  and  advice  on  the 
staff's  recommendations. 

In  July,  the  Grants  staff  and  the  Ad- 
visory Committee  present  their  recom- 
mendations to  the  CAO,  who  reviews 


them,  makes  final  determinations  and, 
in  August,  notifies  groups  by  letter  of 
the  funding  decision.  Successful  appli- 
cants sign  a  contract  for  the  period  July 
1  to  June  30,  the  city's  fiscal  year. 

The  number  of  groups  applying  for 
Grants  funds  fluctuates  from  year  to 
year,  as  do  the  groups  funded,  depend- 
ing on  the  size  of  the  annual  budget. 
The  number  of  funded  groups  has 
grown  steadily  from  91  in  1981-82  to 
131  in  1987-88.  Every  year  a  few  may 
lose  their  Grants  funding  because  they 
fail  to  meet  criteria,  and  new  groups 
take  their  place. 

REIMBURSEMENTS 

Grants  Fund  recipients  do  not  re- 
ceive funds  in  lump  sums,  but  through 
a  reimbursement  system.  Once  a  group 
signs  its  contract  in  August  it  can  begin 
submitting  receipts  for  bills  incurred

from  the  previous  July  1 .  Staff  review 
these  for  totals,  verify  invoice  dates  and 
documentation  of  payment,  then  au- 
thorize and  forward  cash  payments  to 
the  group.  Invoices  can  be  submitted 
throughout  the  fiscal  year,  until  the  end 
of  June. 

The  time  lag  between  when  a  paid 
invoice  is  submitted  and  the  group  re- 
ceives reimbursement  is  generally  two 
to  three  weeks.  For  big-budget  organ- 
izations, this  poses  no  problems.  For 
smaller  groups,  the  timing  of  grant  an- 
nouncements, and  thus  the  start  of  the 
reimbursement  cycle,  can  be  a  boon — 
or  an  ordeal.  For  example,  an  event 
held  in  October  gains  tremendous  se- 
curity by  knowing  in  August  that  Octo- 
ber bills  will  be  reimbursed  in  Nov- 
ember. 

But  problems  can  arise  if  a  group 
needs  funds  immediately,  or  if  an  or- 
ganization that  receives  more  than 
$10,000  from  the  Fund  develops  a  cash 
flow  crisis  and  needs  to  claim  its  entire

grant  at  once.  City  funds  generally  are 
released  quarterly,  which  can  restrict 
the  amount  reimbursed  at  any  one 
time. 

In  1983  the  Fund  made  an  unpre- 
cedented $10,000  grant  to  the  Arts  Loan 
Fund,  a  private-sector  consortium  of  16 
local  arts  funders.  The  Arts  Loan  Fund 
makes  no-  and  low-interest  loans  to  arts 
groups  whose  funding  from  govern- 
ment contracts,  private  grants  and  other 
secured  income  sources  is  delayed. 
Grants  Fund  support  of  this  program 
indirectly  alleviates  some  reimburse- 
ment problems. 

REPORTING  AND  EVALUATION 

The  grants  recipients  keep  the  Fund 
apprised  of  their  progress  through  mid- 
year and  year-end  reports.  Besides  de- 
tailing a  group's  financial  status  and 


how  the  Grants  allocation  was  used,  the 
reports  describe  program  activities  and 
performance  plans,  which  are  updated 
throughout  the  year  so  staff  can  sched- 
ule site  visits.  Grants  Fund  staff  estimate 
that  they  attend  well  over  100  perform- 
ances and  events  during  the  year,  a  cul- 
tural whirlwind  that's  both  pleasurable 
and  essential  to  their  work. 

Their  first-hand  experience  with 
grantees'  day-to-day  workings  and  spe- 
cial events  has  two  effects:  Staff  aware- 
ness is  helpful  in  making  future  funding 
recommendations,  and  recipients  get 
the  message  that  the  Fund  is  serious 
about  maintaining  the  city's  cultural 
reputation.

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Since  its  establishment  in  1961,  Grants  for  the  Arts  of  the  San  Francisco  Hotel 
Tax  Fund  has  distributed  more  than  $78  million  to  a  wide  variety  of  arts,  cul- 
tural and  promotional  organizations  as  well  as  community  celebrations,  parades 
and  other  events.  In  1988/89,  $8.1  million  was  distributed  to  181  groups. 
Grants  for  the  Arts  funds  are  generated  through  the  City's  11%  tax  on  hotel 
and  motel  rooms.  (See  accompanying  chart.) 

1988/89  Grants  for  the  Arts  grants  were  awarded  in  the  following  categories: 
Museums,  Visual  Arts,  Media;  Instrumental  Music;  Vocal  Music;  Dance;  The- 
atre; Multi-Arts;  Parades/Annual  Celebrations;  Promotional  Organizations;  and 
Non-Recurring  Events.

The  Hotel  Tax  Fund  and 
Grants  for  the  Arts 

The  Hotel  Tax  Fund  is  the  City's 
investment  in  attracting  visitors  to  San 
Francisco.  Funds  provided  by  Grants 
for  the  Arts  to  the  City's  non-profit 
arts,  cultural,  and  promotional  organi- 
zations support  these  groups  for  the 
purpose  of  advertising  and  publicizing 
the  City.  An  assessment  of  an  organiza- 
tion's ability  to  attract  visitors  is  essen- 
tial to  the  funding  evaluation.  The 
Grants  for  the  Arts  Citizens'  Advisory 
Committee  appointed  by  the  Chief  Ad- 
ministrative Officer  to  assure  public  ac- 
countability makes  funding  recom- 
mendations based  on  published  crite- 
ria that  speak  to  an  applicant's 
strength,  stability,  artistic  quality,  and 
ability  to  enhance  the  City's 
attractiveness  to  visitors.  All  decisions 
of  funding  distribution  are  made  by 
the  Chief  Administrative  Officer. 

Grants  awarded  through  funds  derived 
from  visitor  tax  dollars  by  Grants  for 
the  Arts  not  only  fulfill  the  goal  of  at- 
tracting tourists  to  San  Francisco,  but 
deeply  enrich  the  cultural  quality  of 
life  for  residents  as  well. 

Often  cited  as  a  national  model  of  a 
municipal  funding  agency,  Grants  for 
the  Arts'  many  programs  support 
groups  that  help  make  San  Francisco 
one  of  the  world's  most  popular  desti- 
nations for  tourists  and  business 
travelers.

A  total  of  $6,918,800  in  grants  was  dis- 
tributed to  148  non-profit  arts,  cul- 
tural and  promotional  organizations 
in  1988/89.  This  represents  a  10%  in- 
crease in  total  funds  over  the  previous 
year's  grants  for  general  operating 
expenses  for  all  organizations. 

In  furtherance  of  the  Fund's  major 
goal  of  making  a  wide  variety  of  cul- 
turally diverse  activities  available  to 
tourists,  funding  for  1988/89  at- 
tempted to  stabilize  small  and  mid- 
sized organizations*  which,  as  a 
group,  have  been  most  affected  by 
shrinking  federal,  state,  local  and  cor- 
porate dollars.  Consequendy,  over 
100  small  and  mid-sized  organizations 
received  increases  of  up  to  25%.  (See 
accompanying  chart.) 


To  help  stay  the  effects  of  inflation,  the 
City's  six  largest  arts  organizations  re- 
ceived average  increases  of  4%.

*  Festival  2000  defines  multicultural  arts 
activities  as  those  based  within  an  ethnic 
minority  community,  as  reflected  in  its 
staff,  board  of  directors,  audiences  and 
content  of  artistic  programming.  Multicul- 
tural applicants  are  defined  as  being  deeply 
rooted  in  and  reflective  of  an  ethnic  com- 
munity, such  as  African  American,  His- 
panic/Latino, Asian,  Pacific  Islander  or 
Native  American  community. 

Arts  and  Tourism 

In  cooperation  with  the  San  Francisco 
Convention  and  Visitors  Bureau  and 
Performing  Arts  Services  (PASS), 
Grants  for  the  Arts  has  established  a 
full-time  Director  of  Arts  and  Tourism 
position.  The  Director  will  demon- 
strate the  strength  and  enhance  the 
visibility  of  the  arts  as  a  vital  part  of  San 
Francisco's  multimillion-dollar  tourism 
industry.  Ultimately,  the  program  will 
foster  increased  attendance  and  in- 
come for  non-profit  arts  groups  and  in- 
troduce visitors  to  the  unique  cultural 
tapestry  found  only  in  San  Francisco. 

This  program  includes  the  production 
and  broadcasting  of  a  promotional 
program  featuring  San  Francisco  arts 
groups  on  15,000  hotel-room  televi- 
sion sets.  This  program,  produced  and 
distributed  by  Tele-Vu,  includes  a  seg- 
ment entitled  "San  Francisco  Arts  Are 
All  Over  the  Map,"  conceived  and  pro- 
duced by  Ashley  James  and  Searchlight 
Films.  This  segment,  updated  quar- 
terly, introduces  visitors  to  a  broad 
range  of  arts  organizations  and  activi- 
ties. 

As  a  result  of  seeing  the  program,  a 
representative  from  a  national  conven- 
tion of  family  therapists  recently  com- 
missioned San  Francisco's  Theatre 
Rhinoceros  to  develop  and  present 
topical  scenes  as  an  integral  part  of 


their  training  workshops. 

Also  in  the  works  are  a  comprehensive 
arts  events  brochure,  programs  to  famil- 
iarize tour  operators  and  travel  writers 
from  across  the  country  with  San  Fran- 
cisco's cultural  riches  and  increased, 
one-to-one  matchings  of  arts  organiza- 
tions with  representatives  of  the 
national  and  international  tourism 
industry. 

In  addition,  in  October  1988,  Grants  for 
the  Arts  co-hosted  with  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Convention  and  Visitors  Bureau  a 
seminar  on  "Marketing  the  Arts  and 
Culture  to  San  Francisco's  Visitor  Indus- 
try." Representatives  from  55  Bay  Area 
arts  and  cultural  organizations  attended 
the  day-long  event.

Bay  Area  Multicultural 
Arts  Initiative 

The  Bay  Area  Multicultural  Arts  Initia- 
tive is  an  unprecedented  joint  regional 
venture  of  Grants  for  the  Arts,  The  San 
Francisco  Foundation  and  the  National 
Endowment  for  the  Arts'  Expansion 
Arts  Program.*  The  program  is  man- 
aged by  Business  Volunteers  for  the 
Arts/San  Francisco,  a  program  of  the 
Arts  and  Culture  Committee  of  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce.  In 
1988/89,  $840,000  was  awarded  for  the 
three-year  program  which  will  benefit 
five  Bay  Area  multicultural  arts  organiza- 
tions. 

The  goals  of  the  Initiative  are  to  en- 
hance the  capacity  of  multicultural  arts 
organizations  to  become  permanent  in- 
stitutions in  the  community,  to  enable 
selected  organizations  to  implement  sig- 
nificant artistic  advancement  and  to  in- 
crease the  regional  and  national  visibil- 
ity of  these  organizations  and  encourage 
recognition  of  their  work  as  a  major 
force  in  American  art  Recipient  organi- 
zations were  selected  by  a  review  panel 
of  six  nationally  recognized  multicultu- 
ral artists  in  a  variety  of  disciplines  from 
across  the  country.  Groups  funded  by 
the  program  in  1988/89  were:

Audience  Development  Initiative 

In  still  another  partnership,  Grants  for 
the  Arts  has  joined  with  the 
Fleishhacker  Foundation.The  Wallace 
Alexander  Gerbode  Foundation  and 
The  Walter  and  Elise  Haas  Fund  to  es- 
tablish the  Audience  Development  Ini- 
tiative. The  three-year  program  will 
provide  $1  million  to  assist  Bay  Area 
mid-sized  performing  arts  organiza- 
tions to  maintain  attendance  levels  and 
support  efforts  to  reach  and  develop 
new  audiences.  The  Initiative  was  con- 
ceived out  of  concern  for  the  financial 
stability  of  organizations  in  a  budget 
range  of  $250,000  to  $1.25  million. 
These  organizations  seem  especially 
vulnerable  to  an  overdependence  on 
contributed  income.  The  Initiative  ad- 
dresses the  belief  that  a  significant, 
loyal,  paying  audience  is  the  most  im- 
portant financial  asset  of  a  performing 
arts  institution.  A  group  of  five  nation- 
ally recognized  experts  in  arts  market- 
ing will  make  funding  recommenda- 
tions for  the  Initiative  in  July  1989. 

Handbook  for  Arts  Organizations 

Grants  for  the  Arts  has  commissioned 
Peat  Marwick  Main  8c  Company  to  pro- 
duce a  Handbook  for  Arts  Organizations, 
which  includes  sections  about  pro- 
gram development,  fund-raising  and  fi- 
nancial management  with  a  particular 
focus  on  special  events  production  for 
arts  and  cultural  organizations  who 
seek  funding  from  Grants  for  the  Arts. 
The  Handbook  is  available  to  all  non- 
profit arts  and  cultural  organizations

Voluntary  Arts  Contribution  Fund 

During  1988/89,  the  Voluntary  Arts 
Contribution  Fund  (VACF)  distrib- 
uted a  total  of  $64,000  to  29  arts  and 
cultural  organizations  in  need  of  one- 
time funding  for  small  capital  ex- 
penses. These  organizations  used 
VACF  grants  for  a  variety  of  necessi- 
ties, including  repairs  to  buildings 
and  equipment,  safety  hardware  for 
exit  doors  and  wheelchair  access 
ramps.  Funds  for  the  VACF  are  gener- 
ated through  contributions  from  San 
Francisco  property  tax  payers.

2000.  The  emphasis  of  the  Festival 
will  be  the  exploration  of  the  imagi- 
nation and  contributions  of  artists  of 
color  to  our  culture  and  the  creation 
of  cross-cultural  partnerships  with 
major  institutions  in  production  and 
development  of  new  works.  The  Festi- 
val will  be  a  forward-thinking  celebra- 
tion that  looks  to  the  future  of  multi- 
cultural arts,  showcases  the  City's  cul- 
tural diversity  and  provides  a  new 
definition  of  the  American  artistic 
aesthetic.

History  of  Grants  for  the  Arts 
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Grants  for  the  Arts/San  Francisco 
Hotel  Tax  Fund  (GFTA)  was  the  first 
agency  of  its  kind  in  the  nation  when 
it  was  founded  in  1961,  through  a 
combination  of  City  and  state 
legislation.  Highly  respected  and 
widely  emulated,  GFTA  has  evolved 
into  a  national  and  international 
model  for  municipal  funding  of  the 
arts  and  has  been  at  the  center  of  the 
City's  cultural  identity,  improving  its 
quality  of  life,  strengthening  its 
economy  and  enhancing  its 
reputation. 

Since  its  creation,  GFTA  has 


distributed  more  than  $217  million  to 
hundreds  of  nonprofit  cultural 
organizations  in  San  Francisco.  This 
economic  investment  in  the  activities 
of  diverse  arts  and  promotional 
groups  enhances  the  City's  attractive- 
ness to  visitors  and  provides 
employment  and  enrichment  to  the 
City's  residents.  Grants  for  the 
Arts/San  Francisco  Hotel  Tax  Fund 
revenue  derives  from  a  portion  of  the 
14%  room  tax  levied  on  local  hotel 
and  motel  bills. 

GFTA's  policy  of  contributing  to  arts 
organizations'  general  operating 


expenses  addresses  its  goal  to  be  a 
stable,  dependable  base  of  support 
for  the  broadest  spectrum  of  arts 
organizations  that  continue  to  meet 
the  funding  criteria. 

The  goal  of  the  Fund  is  to  contribute 
meaningfully  to  the  presentation  and 
enhancement  of  existing  art  forms 
while  assuring  the  ability  of  others  to 
experiment,  to  dare  and  to  find  new 
and  yet  untested  ways  of  adding  to 
our  cultural  lives.  We  look  forward  to 
a  future  full  of  challenges  -  and  thus, 
by  definition,  full  of  opportunities.

This  past  year  saw  a  continuation  of 
uncertainty  for  the  arts  in  our  uncertain 
world.  A  tourist  economy,  reeling  from 
internal  and  external  stresses  for  the 
past  two  fiscal  years,  began  to  show 
signs  of  recovery  but  not  soon  enough 
to  avoid  funding  cuts  for  San  Francisco 
arts  organizations  in  fiscal  year 
2003/2004.  While  last  spring  it  seemed 
cuts  to  our  grantees  might  be  in  the 
double  digits,  we  were  able  to  make 
reductions  in  other  budget  areas  and 
limit  cuts  to  general  operating  support 
allocations  to  an  average  of  8%.  This  is 
certainly  not  good  news,  but  we  can  all 
feel  relief  that  the  situation  was  not 
worse.  Another  unhappy  consequence 
of  the  reduction  in  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund 
was  the  very  difficult  decision  to  fund  no 
new  organizations  for  the  first  time  in 
well  over  a  decade. 

Amid  economic  difficulties,  an 
encouraging  sign  has  been  the 
response  of  the  arts  community  to  the 
simultaneous  destabilization  of  nearly  all 
traditional  funding  sources-the  near 
collapse  of  the  California  Arts  Council, 
smaller  grants  from  many  foundations, 
and  a  drastic  contraction  of  corporate 
support.  We  note  with  pride  that 
despite  all  this,  our  sector  continues  to 
offer  a  wealth  of  artistry  to  the  public, 
from  the  largest  groups  to  the  smallest, 
across  all  artistic  disciplines  and  in  all 
corners  of  the  City,  in  many  cases  even 
increasing  productivity  in  the  face  of 
financial  challenge.  One  key  to  this  has 
been  building  strong  bonds  with 
audience  members  and  individual 
donors,  inviting  them  to  become 
partners  in  sustaining  organizations. 


It  is  worth  noting  that  even  as  the  state 
of  California,  along  with  many  other 
states  and  municipalities,  has 
abandoned  or  sharply  curtailed 
commitment  to  the  arts,  the  City  of  San 
Francisco  continues  to  understand  and 
value  the  contributions  of  the  nonprofit 
creative  community  to  the  economy,  the 
quality  of  life  and  City  spirit.  Our 
elected  policy-makers  have  done  their 
very  best  to  maintain  funding 
commitments  to  the  arts  sector  even  in 
this  most  difficult  budget  year. 


Grants  for  the  Arts  Programs 


Annual  Grants  to  San  Francisco  Arts  Organizations 

The  foremost  goal  of  Grants  for  the  Arts  is  to  provide  a  stable,  dependable  base  of 
support  for  the  City's  arts  and  cultural  organizations  that  meet  its  funding  criteria.  In 
fulfilling  its  mission  of  "promoting  the  City  through  support  of  the  arts,"  Grants  for  the  Arts 
annually  funds  non-profit  arts  and  cultural  organizations  that  help  promote  San  Francisco 
as  a  destination  for  regional,  national  and  international  visitors.  Grants  for  the  Arts  is 
committed  to  supporting  the  broadest  spectrum  of  the  San  Francisco  arts  community. 

Reliable,  ongoing  financial  support  is  one  of  the  cornerstones  of  an  arts  organization's 
existence.  Grants  for  the  Arts'  relationship  with  the  City's  non-profit  groups  is  quite  unique 
in  terms  of  national  municipal  support  of  the  arts.  This  is  because  funding  is  not  linked  to 
specific  projects  or  productions.  Instead,  the  annual  grant  program  is  designed  to  provide 
a  consistent  source  of  funds  for  general  operating  expenses. 

Grants  for  the  Arts  funding  levels  are  determined  on  a  progressive  basis  with  smaller 
budget  organizations  receiving  a  larger  percentage  of  their  budgets  and  larger  groups  a 
smaller  percentage  from  the  Fund.  San  Francisco's  largest  cultural  institutions  are  given 
important  sustaining  funds  in  recognition  of  their  world-renowned  artistic  contributions  and 
economic  importance  to  the  City.  The  majority  of  the  funds  (nearly  70%)  goes  to  the  small 
and  midsize  organizations  of  all  disciplines  and  cultures.

Arts  and  Tourism — A  Partnership  with  the  San 
Francisco  Convention  and  Visitors  Bureau 

Grants  for  the  Arts  established  the  first  Arts  and  Tourism 
Program  in  the  United  States  in  1989  with  the  goal  of 
promoting  San  Francisco  as  a  cultural  destination  to  travel 
industry  professionals,  including  tour  wholesalers,  travel 
agents,  convention  planners  and  others.  In  1991  the  San 
Francisco  Convention  and  Visitors  Bureau  became  the 
first  agency  to  incorporate  an  Arts  and  Tourism  office  as  a 
crucial  part  of  its  marketing  to  visitors  and  business 
travelers.  Since  then,  the  Arts  and  Tourism  program  has 
worked  to  increase  visitor  attendance  at  arts  events.  A 
recent  notable  project  is  the  production  of  an  in-flight 
promotional  video  for  United  Airlines,  "San  Francisco  is 
all  about  the  Arts,"  which  will  play  on  westbound  domestic 
and  transatlantic  flights,  reaching  more  than  a  million 
passengers  monthly.  Another  is  the  2002-2003  VIP 
Cultural  Passport,  a  special  promotional  package 
distributed  to  travel  trade  professionals,  meeting  planners 
and  media  professionals  who  visit  San  Francisco  and 
influence  destination  decisions.  Helping  visitors  experience 
and  appreciate  San  Francisco's  famous  diversity  is 
"Diverse  City  Destinations"  (www.destinationsf.com),  a 
series  of  ten  self-guided  tour  itineraries  that  immerse  the 
visitor  in  the  best  of  San  Francisco's  culture,  ethnic 
heritage  and  arts. 

San  Francisco  Arts  Monthly 

A  project  of  Grants  for  the  Arts,  San  Francisco  Arts 
Monthly  is  an  outreach  publication  to  San  Francisco 
visitors.  It  is  provided  free  to  hotel  guests  and  concierges 
and  is  distributed  in  theater  lobbies,  Moscone  Center, 
restaurants  and  cafes,  bookstores  and  other  targeted 
locations  in  San  Francisco. 

According  to  a  study  recently  completed  by  Dance  USA, 
commissioned  by  {he  Bay  Area  foundation  community: 

"Arts  Monthly  has  been  a  huge  success  in  building 
audiences.  This  publication,  started  by  Grants  for  the  Arts 
as  a  tool  for  concierges,  lists  arts  events  for  each  month. 
When  editors  arranged  to  insert  the  publication  in  the  New 
York  Times  in  the  first  Sunday  of  each  month  artists 
started  advertising  in  it,  the  perception  was  that  the  artists 
were  in  the  New  York  Times.  The  cost  of  producing  it  is 
relatively  low.  And  it  raised  the  visibility  and  credibility  of 
dance." 


SFArts.org 

How  do  artists  and  audiences  take  advantage  of  new  Web 
technology  and  the  Internet  to  promote  the  arts  in  San 
Francisco?  This  has  been  the  topic  of  discussion  by 
Grants  for  the  Arts  and  its  constituent  groups  for  a  number 
of  years.  As  part  of  GFTA's  mandate,  linking  its  activities  to 
attract  visitors  to  San  Francisco,  GFTA  has  led  the  way  in 
creating  a  searchable  clutter-free  database  of  San 
Francisco  arts  offerings  on  the  web  with  the  2001  launch 
of  SFArts.org.  This  online  calendar  is  quickly  becoming  a 
widespread  and  indispensable  tool  for  anyone,  anywhere 
who  is  interested  in  the  arts  in  San  Francisco.

Organizations  that  receive  GFTA  support  are  listed  on 
the  site.  Each  group  has  been  invited  to  create  a 
reciprocal  link  to  SFArts.org  so  that  visitors  can  go  directly 
to  an 

arts  group's  Web  site  and  get  more  details  about 
program  offerings. 

Thousands  of  promotional  cards  that  feature  the  Web 
address  have  been  distributed  through  the  San  Francisco 
Convention  and  Visitors  Bureau,  on-site  at  various 
locations  in  San  Francisco  as  well  as  online  to  individuals 
and  groups  interested  in  visiting  the  City.  SFArts.org 
bookmarks  have  also  been  placed  at  the  California  State 
Fair,  in  theater  lobbies,  bookshops  and  cafes  or  stuffed 
into  programs  and  newsletters.  Radio  and  print  ads,  BART 
signs  and  more  have  promoted  the  site,  which  is  now 
ranked  No.  1  on  most  of  the  country's  top  search  engines. 


Voluntary  Arts  Contribution  Fund  (VACF) 

Sometimes  described  as  "the  little  grants  that  make  a  big  difference,"  the  Voluntary  Arts  Contribution  Fund  was 
established  in  1984.  The  VACF  is  an  innovative  program  that  allows  San  Francisco  property  taxpayers  and  others  to 
add  a  tax-deductible  contribution  to  their  biannual  tax  payments.  Since  GFTA  began  administering  the  program  in  1984, 
almost  $1,000,000  has  been  disbursed  to  arts  organizations  for  small  capital  improvements,  facilities  maintenance  and 
equipment  acquisition.

Pilot  Program  for  Technology 

Grants  for  the  Arts  invested  in  a  pilot  program  to  help  its 
grantees  assess  their  computer  needs  and  manage 
information  processing  through  developing  technology 
plans  for  acquisition  of  hardware  and  software.  Also 
provided  was  guidance  in  the  effective  use  of  this 
software  and  information  about  the  maintenance  of 
technology  systems.  Every  plan  was  specifically  designed 
to  meet  individual  group  requirements  and  match 
available  resources.  Added  components  of  this  service 
trained  staff  to  implement  each  plan,  identify  resources 
beneficial  to  nonprofit  technology  and  provide  further 
strategies  for  growth.  The  plans  are  formulated  in 
collaboration  with  CompuMentor,  a  leading  nonprofit 
organization  that  specializes  in  computer  technology 
training. 

Special  Event  Insurance 

The  City  requires  an  insurance  policy  for  some  of  the 
most  important  and  exciting  cultural  celebrations  and 
parades  that  are  presented  annually  on  the  streets  and 
plazas  of 

San  Francisco.  Although  this  is  not  all  the  insurance  a 
group  might  need,  Grants  for  the  Arts  does  underwrite  the 
cost  of  specific  insurance  coverage  for  groups  that 
present  events  on  public  streets  and  venues  in  San 
Francisco.  It  has  also  funded  the  Americans  with 
Disabilities  Act  (ADA)  required  reviewing  platform  at  the 
Columbus  Day,  San  Francisco  Lesbian  Gay  Bisexual 
Transgender  Pride  Parade  and  Celebration,  Veterans' 
Day  and  St.  Patrick's  Day  Parades,  the  Chinese  New 
Year  Celebration  and  other  special  events. 

Handbook  for  Arts  Organizations 

Non  Profit  Know  How  -  A  Handbook  for  Successful  Arts  and 
Other  Community  Organizations 

Grants  for  the  Arts  has  produced  and  distributes  a  free 
50-page  resource  book  that  can  serve  as  a  basic  primer 
or  tool  for  any  nonprofit  organization.  Editorial  includes 
checklists  that  help  in  the  planning  of  a  performance  or 
special  event  (with  accounting  and  financial  management 
forms)  and  information  about  how  to  develop  an 
audience,  apply  for  grants,  find  a  consultant  and  do 
marketing  and  promotion.  There  is  also  information  about 
how  to  get  permits  from  the  City,  obtain  short-term  loan 
assistance,  prepare  for  a  financial  audit,  acquire  legal 
information 
and  more.

Special  Initiatives 

From  time  to  time  Grants  for  the  Arts  is  able  to  respond  to 
the  community  through  the  use  of  Special  Initiatives.  The 
initiative  recognizes  one-time  only  events,  or  is  developed 
to  address  specific  needs  during  a  particular  time.  There 
are  no  current  initiatives  underway.  Here  are  some 
examples  of  initiatives  that  have  been  created  by  GFTA  to 
assist  the  arts  community. 

•  Capital  Expenditures  Initiative  was  designed  to  help 
community-based  arts  organizations  acquire  permanent, 
technical  and  movable  equipment  for  shared  use. 

•  Collaboration  Initiative  was  developed  to  foster  and 
encourage  organic,  effective  collaborations  and  resource 
sharing  among  arts  organizations. 

•  Facilities  Initiative  responded  to  the  rental  space  crisis  of 
the  past  few  years.  It  supported  efforts  to  maximize  the 
usefulness  and  accessibility  of  the  City's  existing  arts 
facilities.  Further,  it  worked  to  strengthen  the  internal 
capacity  of  organizations  that  manage  multi-use  spaces 
and  provided  assistance  in  securing  an  adequate  supply 
of  new  arts  space  that  is  protected  from  market  sources. 

Other  programs: 

•  Nonprofit  Performing  Arts  Loan  Program — (currently 
under  review)  Grants  for  the  Arts  participates  in  this 
collaborative  program  that  also  involves  foundations  and 
other  City  agencies.  The  Nonprofit  Performing  Arts  Loan 
Program  is  designed  to  stabilize  and  support  arts 
organizations.  Over  the  years,  the  program  has  provided 
more  than  20  short  and  long-term  low-interest  loans, 
totaling  more  than  $2  million  to  support  facilities 
acquisition  and  renovations.

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1  [istory  of  Grants  for  the  Arts 


Grants  for  the  Arts/San  Francisco 
Hotel  Tax  Fund  (GFTA)  was  the  first 
agency  of  its  kind  in  the  nation  when 
it  was  founded  in  1961,  through  a 
combination  of  City  and  state 
legislation.  Highly  respected  and 
widely  emulated,  GFTA  has  evolved 
into  a  national  and  international 
model  for  municipal  funding  of  the 
arts  and  has  been  at  the  center  of  the 
City's  cultural  identity,  improving  its 
quality  of  life,  strengthening  its 
economy  and  enhancing  its 
reputation. 

Since  its  creation,  GFTA  has 


distributed  more  than  $217  million  to 
hundreds  of  nonprofit  cultural 
organizations  in  San  Francisco.  This 
economic  investment  in  the  activities 
of  diverse  arts  and  promotional 
groups  enhances  the  City's  attractive- 
ness to  visitors  and  provides 
employment  and  enrichment  to  the 
City's  residents.  Grants  for  the 
Arts/San  Francisco  Hotel  Tax  Fund 
revenue  derives  from  a  portion  of  the 
14%  room  tax  levied  on  local  hotel 
and  motel  bills. 

GFTA's  policy  of  contributing  to  arts 
organizations'  general  operating 


expenses  addresses  its  goal  to  be  a 
stable,  dependable  base  of  support 
for  the  broadest  spectrum  of  arts 
organizations  that  continue  to  meet 
the  funding  criteria. 

The  goal  of  the  Fund  is  to  contribute 
meaningfully  to  the  presentation  and 
enhancement  of  existing  art  forms 
while  assuring  the  ability  of  others  to 
experiment,  to  dare  and  to  find  new 
and  yet  untested  ways  of  adding  to 
our  cultural  lives.  We  look  forward  to 
a  future  full  of  challenges  -  and  thus, 
by  definition,  full  of  opportunities.

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State  of  the  Arts

This  past  year  saw  a  continuation  of 
uncertainty  for  the  arts  in  our  uncertain 
world.  A  tourist  economy,  reeling  from 
internal  and  external  stresses  for  the 
past  two  fiscal  years,  is  showing  signs 
of  recovery  but  not  soon  enough  to 
avoid  funding  cuts  for  San  Francisco 
arts  organizations  in  fiscal  year  2004- 
2005.  The  bulk  of  the  cuts  was  borne 
by  the  six  largest  funded  organiations 
who  saw  their  grants  diminished  by  25% 
in  order  to  maintain  level  funding  to  mid- 
sized and  smaller  budget  groups. 
These  six  organizations:  American 
Conservatory  Theatre,  the 
Exploratorium,  San  Francisco  Ballet, 
San  Francisco  Museum  of  Modern  Art, 
San  Francisco  Opera  and  San 
Francisco  Symphony,  are  responsible 
for  a  substantial  percentage  of  the  entire 
arts  economy,  including  paid 
employment,  paid  attendance  and  total 
economic  impact.  Grants  for  the  Arts  is 
dedicated  to  promoting  the  health  of  our 
complex  and  delicate  arts  ecosystem 
which  obviously  would  be  adversely 
effected  should  these  largest  and  most 
productive  groups  become  destabilized. 

Amid  economic  difficulties,  an 
encouraging  sign  has  been  the 
response  of  the  arts  community  to  the 
simultaneous  destabilization  of  nearly  all 
traditional  funding  sources.  We  note 
with  pride  that  our  sector  continues  to 
innovate,  to  offer  a  wealth  of  artistry  to 
the  public,  from  the  largest  groups  to 
the  smallest,  across  all  artistic 
disciplines  and  in  all  corners  of  the  City, 
in  many  cases  even  increasing 
productivity  in  the  face  of  financial 
challenges. 


One  key  to  this  has  been  building  strong 
bonds  with  audience  members  and 
individual  donors,  inviting  them  to 
become  partners  in  sustaining 
organizations.   It  is  worth  noting  that  the 
City  of  San  Francisco,  both  citizens  and 
elected  officials,  understands  and 
values  the  contributions  of  the  nonprofit- 
creative  community  to  the  economy,  the 
quality  of  life  and  city  esprit.  Our 
elected  policy-makers  have  done  their 
best,  in  so  far  as  possible,  to  maintain 
funding  commitments  to  the  arts  sector 
even  in  this  most  difficult  budget  year.

Grants  for  the  Arts  Programs 


Annual  Grants  to  San  Francisco  Arts  Organizations 

The  foremost  goal  of  Grants  for  the  Arts  is  to  provide  a  stable,  dependable  base  of 
support  for  the  City's  arts  and  cultural  organizations  that  meet  its  funding  criteria.  In 
fulfilling  its  mission  of  "promoting  the  City  through  support  of  the  arts,"  Grants  for  the  Arts 
annuafly  funds  non-profit  arts  and  cultural  organizations  that  help  promote  San  Francisco 
as  a  destination  for  regional,  national  and  international  visitors.  Grants  for  the  Arts  is 
committed  to  supporting  the  broadest  spectrum  of  the  San  Francisco  arts  community. 

Reliable,  ongoing  financial  support  is  one  of  the  cornerstones  of  an  arts  organization's 
existence.  Grants  for  the  Arts'  relationship  with  the  City's  non-profit  groups  is  quite  unique 
in  terms  of  national  municipal  support  of  the  arts.  This  is  because  funding  is  not  linked  to 
specific  projects  or  productions.  Instead,  the  annual  grant  program  is  designed  to  provide 
a  consistent  source  of  funds  for  general  operating  expenses. 

Grants  for  the  Arts  funding  levels  are  determined  on  a  progressive  basis  with  smaller 
budget  organizations  receiving  a  larger  percentage  of  their  budgets  and  larger  groups  a 
smaller  percentage  from  the  Fund.  San  Francisco's  largest  cultural  institutions  are  given 
important  sustaining  funds  in  recognition  of  their  world-renowned  artistic  contributions  and 
economic  importance  to  the  City.  The  majority  of  the  funds  (nearly  70%)  goes  to  the  small 
and  midsize  organizations  of  all  disciplines  and  cultures. 

Here  is  the  list  of  non-profit  arts  and  cultural  organizations  that  received  Grants  for  the  Arts 
annual  support  for  the  2004-2005  Fiscal  Year.

Arts  and  Tourism — A  Partnership  with  the  San 
Francisco  Convention  and  Visitors  Bureau 

Grants  for  the  Arts  established  the  first  Arts  and  Tourism 
Program  in  the  United  States  in  1989  with  the  goal  of 
promoting  San  Francisco  as  a  cultural  destination  to  travel 
industry  professionals,  including  tour  wholesalers,  travel 
agents,  convention  planners  and  others.  In  1991  the  San 
Francisco  Convention  and  Visitors  Bureau  became  the 
first  agency  to  incorporate  an  Arts  and  Tourism  office  as  a 
crucial  part  of  its  marketing  to  visitors  and  business 
travelers.  Since  then,  the  Arts  and  Tourism  program  has 
worked  to  increase  visitor  attendance  at  arts  events.  A 
recent  notable  project  is  the  production  of  an  in-flight 
promotional  video  for  United  Airlines,  "San  Francisco  is 
all  about  the  Arts,"  which  will  play  on  westbound  domestic 
and  transatlantic  flights,  reaching  more  than  a  million 
passengers  monthly.  Another  is  the  2002-2003  VIP 
Cultural  Passport,  a  special  promotional  package 
distributed  to  travel  trade  professionals,  meeting  planners 
and  media  professionals  who  visit  San  Francisco  and 
influence  destination  decisions.  Helping  visitors  experience 
and  appreciate  San  Francisco's  famous  diversity  is 
"Diverse  City  Destinations"  (www.destinationsf.com),  a 
series  of  ten  self-guided  tour  itineraries  that  immerse  the 
visitor  in  the  best  of  San  Francisco's  culture,  ethnic 
heritage  and  arts. 

San  Francisco  Arts  Monthly 

A  project  of  Grants  for  the  Arts,  San  Francisco  Arts 
Monthly  is  an  outreach  publication  to  San  Francisco 
visitors.  It  is  provided  free  to  hotel  guests  and  concierges 
and  is  distributed  in  theater  lobbies,  Moscone  Center, 
restaurants  and  cafes,  bookstores  and  other  targeted 
locations  in  San  Francisco. 

According  to  a  study  recently  completed  by  Dance  USA, 
commissioned  by  the  Bay  Area  foundation  community: 

"Arts  Monthly  has  been  a  huge  success  in  building 
audiences.  This  publication,  started  by  Grants  for  the  Arts 
as  a  tool  for  concierges,  lists  arts  events  for  each  month. 
When  editors  arranged  to  insert  the  publication  in  the  New 
York  Times  in  the  first  Sunday  of  each  month  artists 
started  advertising  in  it,  the  perception  was  that  the  artists 
were  in  the  New  York  Times.  The  cost  of  producing  it  is 
relatively  low.  And  it  raised  the  visibility  and  credibility  of 
dance."

How  do  artists  and  audiences  take  advantage  of  new  Web 
technology  and  the  Internet  to  promote  the  arts  in  San 
Francisco?  This  has  been  the  topic  of  discussion  by 
Grants  for  the  Arts  and  its  constituent  groups  for  a  number 
of  years.  As  part  of  GFTA's  mandate,  linking  its  activities  to 
attract  visitors  to  San  Francisco,  GFTA  has  led  the  way  in 
creating  a  searchable  clutter-free  database  of  San 
Francisco  arts  offerings  on  the  web  with  the  2001  launch 
of  SFArts.org.  This  online  calendar  is  quickly  becoming  a 
widespread  and  indispensable  tool  for  anyone,  anywhere 
who  is  interested  in  the  arts  in  San  Francisco.

Organizations  that  receive  GFTA  support  are  listed  on 
the  site.  Each  group  has  been  invited  to  create  a 
reciprocal  link  to  SFArts.org  so  that  visitors  can  go  directly 
to  an 

arts  group's  Web  site  and  get  more  details  about 
program  offerings. 

Thousands  of  promotional  cards  that  feature  the  Web 
address  have  been  distributed  through  the  San  Francisco 
Convention  and  Visitors  Bureau,  on-site  at  various 
locations  in  San  Francisco  as  well  as  online  to  individuals 
and  groups  interested  in  visiting  the  City.  SFArts.org 
bookmarks  have  also  been  placed  at  the  California  State 
Fair,  in  theater  lobbies,  bookshops  and  cafes  or  stuffed 
into  programs  and  newsletters.  Radio  and  print  ads,  BART 
signs  and  more  have  promoted  the  site,  which  is  now 
ranked  No.  1  on  most  of  the  country's  top  search  engines. 
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Voluntary  Arts  Contribution  Fund  (VACF) 

Sometimes  described  as  "the  little  grants  that  make  a  big  difference,"  the  Voluntary  Arts  Contribution  Fund  was 
established  in  1984.  The  VACF  is  an  innovative  program  that  allows  San  Francisco  property  taxpayers  and  others  to 
add  a  tax-deductible  contribution  to  their  biannual  tax  payments.  Since  GFTA  began  administering  the  program  in  1984, 
almost  $1,000,000  has  been  disbursed  to  arts  organizations  for  small  capital  improvements,  facilities  maintenance  and 
equipment  acquisition.

Grants  for  the  Arts  invested  in  a  pilot  program  to  help  its 
grantees  assess  their  computer  needs  and  manage 
information  processing  through  developing  technology 
plans  for  acquisition  of  hardware  and  software.  Also 
provided  was  guidance  in  the  effective  use  of  this 
software  and  information  about  the  maintenance  of 
technology  systems.  Every  plan  was  specifically  designed 
to  meet  individual  group  requirements  and  match 
available  resources.  Added  components  of  this  service 
trained  staff  to  implement  each  plan,  identify  resources 
beneficial  to  nonprofit  technology  and  provide  further 
strategies  for  growth.  The  plans  are  formulated  in 
collaboration  with  CompuMentor,  a  leading  nonprofit 
organization  that  specializes  in  computer  technology 
training. 

Special  Event  Insurance 

The  City  requires  an  insurance  policy  for  some  of  the 
most  important  and  exciting  cultural  celebrations  and 
parades  that  are  presented  annually  on  the  streets  and 
plazas  of 

San  Francisco.  Although  this  is  not  all  the  insurance  a 
group  might  need,  Grants  for  the  Arts  does  underwrite  the 
cost  of  specific  insurance  coverage  for  groups  that 
present  events  on  public  streets  and  venues  in  San 
Francisco.  It  has  also  funded  the  Americans  with 
Disabilities  Act  (ADA)  required  reviewing  platform  at  the 
Columbus  Day,  San  Francisco  Lesbian  Gay  Bisexual 
Transgender  Pride  Parade  and  Celebration,  Veterans' 
Day  and  St.  Patrick's  Day  Parades,  the  Chinese  New 
Year  Celebration  and  other  special  events. 

Handbook  for  Arts  Organizations 

Non  Profit  Know  How  -  A  Handbook  for  Successful  Arts  and 
Other  Community  Organizations 

Grants  for  the  Arts  has  produced  and  distributes  a  free 
50-page  resource  book  that  can  serve  as  a  basic  primer 
or  tool  for  any  nonprofit  organization.  Editorial  includes 
checklists  that  help  in  the  planning  of  a  performance  or 
special  event  (with  accounting  and  financial  management 
forms)  and  information  about  how  to  develop  an 
audience,  apply  for  grants,  find  a  consultant  and  do 
marketing  and  promotion.  There  is  also  information  about 
how  to  get  permits  from  the  City,  obtain  short-term  loan 
assistance,  prepare  for  a  financial  audit,  acquire  legal 
information 
and  more.

Special  Initiatives 

From  time  to  time  Grants  for  the  Arts  is  able  to  respond  to 
the  community  through  the  use  of  Special  Initiatives.  The 
initiative  recognizes  one-time  only  events,  or  is  developed 
to  address  specific  needs  during  a  particular  time.  There 
are  no  current  initiatives  underway.  Here  are  some 
examples  of  initiatives  that  have  been  created  by  GFTA  to 
assist  the  arts  community. 

•  Capital  Expenditures  'initiative  was  designed  to  help 
community-based  arts  organizations  acquire  permanent, 
technical  and  movable  equipment  for  shared  use. 

•  Collaboration  Initiative  was  developed  to  foster  and 
encourage  organic,  effective  collaborations  and  resource 
sharing  among  arts  organizations. 

•  Facilities  Initiative  responded  to  the  rental  space  crisis  of 
the  past  few  years.  It  supported  efforts  to  maximize  the 
usefulness  and  accessibility  of  the  City's  existing  arts 
facilities.  Further,  it  worked  to  strengthen  the  internal 
capacity  of  organizations  that  manage  multi-use  spaces 
and  provided  assistance  in  securing  an  adequate  supply 
of  new  arts  space  that  is  protected  from  market  sources. 

Other  programs: 

•  Nonprofit  Performing  Arts  Loan  Program — (currently 
under  review)  Grants  for  the  Arts  participates  in  this 
collaborative  program  that  also  involves  foundations  and 
other  City  agencies.  The  Nonprofit  Performing  Arts  Loan 
Program  is  designed  to  stabilize  and  support  arts 
organizations.  Over  the  years,  the  program  has  provided 
more  than  20  short  and  long-term  low-interest  loans, 
totaling  more  than  $2  million  to  support  facilities 
acquisition  and  renovations.

Recently  John  Killacky,  Arts  Program  Officer  of  the  San  Francisco 
Foundation  and  a  Mayoral  appointee  to  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Task 
Force,  wrote  an  OpEd  piece  for  the  San  Francisco  Chronicle.   It 
describes  both  the  triumphs  and  challenges  for  San  Francisco's  arts 
groups  in  the  past  year  as  well  as  new  opportunities.  We  reprint  a 
version  of  it  here,  with  his  permission. 

STATE  OF  THE  ARTS

This  year  the  de  Young  unveiled  its  acclaimed  Herzog  and  de 
Meuron  museum,  ODC  opened  a  dance  campus  in  the 
Mission,  and  Museum  of  the  African  Diaspora  (MOAD) 
inaugurated  its  facility  in  the  Yerba  Buena  Gardens  district. 

Also  memorable:. Michael  Tilson  Thomas  conducting  Mahler's 
Symphony  No.  5,  the  World  Music  Festival,  International  Latino 
Film  Festival,  SF  Jazz  Festival,  and  Film  Arts  Foundation 
bringing  exhilarating  work  from  around  the  world,  and  the  San 
Francisco  Opera's  acclaimed  world  premiers  of  Doctor 
Atomiccomposed  by  Berkeley-based  John  Adams. 

Alonzo  King  premiered  new  dances  with  Lines  Ballet;  Terrence 
McNally  was  in  residence  developing  Crucifixion  at  New 
Conservatory  Theatre.   Highlighting  these  events  does  not 
begin  to  capture  the  creative  riches  available  to  Bay  Area 
audiences. 

I  could  also  mention  performances  by  the  400+  theater 
companies  in  the  Bay  Area,  the  gamelan  festival  at  the  Cowell 
Theater  in  Fort  Mason,  and  dance  events  at  Dance  Mission  in 
San  Francisco. 

What  accounts  for  this  arts  activity?  A  region  bursting  with 
talent  and  the  support  of  audiences,  governments,  foundations, 
corporations  and  individual  donors  all  play  a  role.   Looking  at 
arts  funding  for  San  Francisco  alone,  the  numbers  are 
impressive.  Grants  for  the  Arts,  established  in  1961  through  the 
Hotel  Tax  Fund,  predates  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts. 
With  a  budget  of  just  over  $13,000,000,  Grants  for  the  Arts 
provides  annual  funding  to  220  private  nonprofits  and  is 
considered  a  national  model  of  enlightened,  nonpoliticized  arts 
support,  carried  out  with  a  minimum  of  bureaucracy. 

However  this  is  only  a  portion  of  the  city's  support  for  the  arts. 
Factoring  in  support  for  the  Academy  of  Sciences,  Asian  Art 
Museum,  Airport  Arts  Program,  Fine  Arts  Museums,  War 
Memorial,  and  Arts,  Entertainment  and  Film  Commissions,  San 
Francisco  is  budgeted  to  spend  $56,460,382  on  the  arts  in  this 
fiscal  year.  Added  to  this  number  is  approximately  $4,800,000 
the  San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency  spends  each  year 
on  arts  organizations  under  its  purview  in  the  Yerba  Buena 
Gardens  district. 

An  informal  poll  of  21  local  foundations  further  detailed  an 
additional  $52,660,431  contributed  to  San  Francisco  arts 
organizations  in  the  last  fiscal  year.   Of  this  number, 
$21,038,473  came  from  Donor  Advised  Funds  from  the  Jewish 
Community  Endowment  and  San  Francisco,  Marin,  East  Bay, 
and  Peninsula  community  foundations.  This  is  indicative  of  the 


largess  (and  importance)  of  individual  donors  in  the  commL 

But  even  with  these  investments,  not  all  organizations  are 
robust.  A  2005  Stanford  study,  Managing  Through  Challeng 
A  Profile  of  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  Nonprofits  reported  18 
our  arts  groups  had  a  deficit.  Arts  organizations  had  the  tig! 
margins  of  operation,  with  lowest  median  revenues  after 
expenses.   Median  net  assets  of  arts  organizations  in  the  B 
Area  were  approximately  $60,000  as  compared  to  $80,000 
nationally  and  $95,000  to  other  Bay  Area  nonprofit  sector 
organizations. 

The  majority  of  regional  arts  organizations  have  small  open 
budgets  and  a  mix  of  paid  and  unpaid  staff.  Unfortunately, 
these  groups  traditionally  survive  on  sweat  equity  and 
discounted  labor.   Mid-size  organizations  are  particularly 
vulnerable  as  costs  escalate,  and  even  the  largest 
organizations  are  challenged  by  the  lingering  economic 
malaise.   Many  groups  have  not  recovered  from  the 
suspension  of  funding  from  the  California  Arts  Council  seve 
years  ago  and  arts  leaders  of  groups  of  all  sizes  are 
demoralized  by  the  pressures  and  diminishment  of  support. 

The  situation  for  individual  artists  may  be  most  difficult  of  al 
Data  gathered  by  The  San  Francisco  Foundation  regarding 
what  individual  artists  earn  in  our  region  show  that  63%  ear 
less  than  $7,000  from  their  art  and  consequently  78%  work 
more  than  one  job.  Sadly,  artists  spend  far  less  time  makin 
their  art  than  earning,  supplemental  income  to  survive. 

In  2006,  the  Mayor's  Arts  Task  Force  in  San  Francisco  has 
opportunity  to  address  some  of  these  problems.   It  has  beei 
charged  to  make  recommendations  to:  a)  sustain  and  stabi 
community-based  not-for-profit  arts  organizations  serving, 
celebrating,  and  supporting  San  Francisco's  many  diverse 
neighborhoods;  b)  build  upon  the  city's  strong  creative 
workforce  and  existing  arts  economy  to  increase  employme 
and  leverage  new  economic  opportunities;  and  c)  expand  ci 
resources  for  low-  and  moderate-income  housing  and 
affordable  studios  and  workspaces  to  help  retain  artists  in  S 
Francisco. 

The  Task  Force  on  the  Arts  offers  the  city  an  opportunity  to 
augment  its  substantial  investment  in  artists  and  arts 
organizations,  and  integrate  the  arts  into  community 
development  and  work  force  efforts.  Affordable  housing  is  s 
concern  for  all  workers,  including  artists.  Without  as  expanc 
investment,  artists'  creative,  intellectual,  and  social  capital 
contributions  to  the  quality  of  life  are  at  risk. 

A  decade  from  now,  let's  not  look  back  at  the  glories  of  wha 
was  in  the  arts  community,  but  celebrate  a  turning  point  that 
builds  upon  the  extraordinary  achievements  of  today.  A  dee 
investment  now  guarantees  a  fertile  environment  for  the  ne> 
generations  of  artists  to  live,  work,  and  create  here  in  the  B« 
Area.

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History  of  Grants  for  the  Arts 


Grants  for  the  Arts/San  Francisco 
Hotel  Tax  Fund  (GFTA)  was  the  first 
agency  of  its  kind  in  the  nation  when 
it  was  founded  in  1961,  through  a 
combination  of  City  and  state 
legislation.   Highly  respected  and 
widely  emulated,  GFTA  has  evolved 
into  a  national  and  international 
model  for  municipal  funding  of  the 
arts  and  has  been  at  the  center  of  the 
City's  cultural  identity,  improving  its 
quality  of  life,  strengthening  its 
economy  and  enhancing  its 
reputation. 

Since  its  creation,  GFTA  has 


distributed  more  than  $217  million  to 
hundreds  of  nonprofit  cultural 
organizations  in  San  Francisco.  This 
economic  investment  in  the  activities 
of  diverse  arts  and  promotional 
groups  enhances  the  City's  attractive- 
ness to  visitors  and  provides 
employment  and  enrichment  to  the 
City's  residents.   Grants  for  the 
Arts/San  Francisco  Hotel  Tax  Fund 
revenue  derives  from  a  portion  of  the 
14%  room  tax  levied  on  local  hotel 
and  motel  bills. 

GFTA's  policy  of  contributing  to  arts 
organizations'  general  operating 


expenses  addresses  its  goal  to  be  a 
stable,  dependable  base  of  support 
for  the  broadest  spectrum  of  arts 
organizations  that  continue  to  meet 
the  funding  criteria. 

The  goal  of  the  Fund  is  to  contribute 
meaningfully  to  the  presentation  and 
enhancement  of  existing  art  forms 
while  assuring  the  ability  of  others  to 
experiment,  to  dare  and  to  find  new 
and  yet  untested  ways  of  adding  to 
our  cultural  lives.  We  look  forward  to 
a  future  full  of  challenges  -  and  thus, 
by  definition,  full  of  opportunities.

Annual  Grants  to  San  Francisco  Arts  Organizations 

The  foremost  goal  of  Grants  for  the  Arts  is  to  provide  a  stable,  dependable  base  of 
support  for  the  City's  arts  and  cultural  organizations  that  meet  its  funding  criteria.  In 
fulfilling  its  mission  of  "promoting  the  City  through  support  of  the  arts,"  Grants  for  the  Arts 
annually  funds  non-profit  arts  and  cultural  organizations  that  help  promote  San  Francisco 
as  a  destination  for  regional,  national  and  international  visitors.  Grants  for  the  Arts  is 
committed  to  supporting  the  broadest  spectrum  of  the  San  Francisco  arts  community. 

Reliable,  ongoing  financial  support  is  one  of  the  cornerstones  of  an  arts  organization's 
existence.  Grants  for  the  Arts'  relationship  with  the  City's  non-profit  groups  is  quite  unique 
in  terms  of  national  municipal  support  of  the  arts.  This  is  because  funding  is  not  linked  to  ■ 
specific  projects  or  productions.  Instead,  the  annual  grant  program  is  designed  to  provide 
a  consistent  source  of  funds  for  general  operating  expenses. 

Grants  for  the  Arts  funding  levels  are  determined  on  a  progressive  basis  with  smaller 
budget  organizations  receiving  a  larger  percentage  of  their  budgets  and  larger  groups  a 
smaller  percentage  from  the  Fund.  San  Francisco's  largest  cultural  institutions  are  given 
important  sustaining  funds  in  recognition  of  their  world-renowned  artistic  contributions  and 
economic  importance  to  the  City.  The  majority  of  the  funds  (nearly  70%)  goes  to  the  small 
and  midsize  organizations  of  all  disciplines  and  cultures.

Arts  and  Tourism — A  Partnership  with  the  San 
Francisco  Convention  and  Visitors  Bureau 

Grants  for  the  Arts  established  the  first  Arts  and  Tourism 
Program  in  the  United  States  in  1989  with  the  goal  of 
promoting  San  Francisco  as  a  cultural  destination  to  travel 
industry  professionals,  including  tour  wholesalers,  travel 
agents,  convention  planners  and  others.  In  1991  the  San 
Francisco  Convention  and  Visitors  Bureau  became  the 
first  agency  to  incorporate  an  Arts  and  Tourism  office  as  a 
crucial  part  of  its  marketing  to  visitors  and  business 
travelers.  Since  then,  the  Arts  and  Tourism  program  has 
worked  to  increase  visitor  attendance  at  arts  events.  A 
recent  notable  project  is  the  production  of  an  in-flight 
promotional  video  for  United  Airlines,  "San  Francisco  is 
all  about  the  Arts,"  which  will  play  on  westbound  domestic 
and  transatlantic  flights,  reaching  more  than  a  million 
passengers  monthly.  Another  is  the  2002-2003  VIP 
Cultural  Passport,  a  special  promotional  package 
distributed  to  travel  trade  professionals,  meeting  planners 
and  media  professionals  who  visit  San  Francisco  and 
influence  destination  decisions.  Helping  visitors  experience 
and  appreciate  San  Francisco's  famous  diversity  is 
"Diverse  City  Destinations"  (www.destinationsf.com),  a 
series  often  self-guided  tour  itineraries  that  immerse  the 
visitor  in  the  best  of  San  Francisco's  culture,  ethnic 
heritage  and  arts. 

San  Francisco  Arts  Monthly 

A  project  of  Grants  for  the  Arts,  San  Francisco  Arts 
Monthly  is  an  outreach  publication  to  San  Francisco 
visitors.  It  is  provided  free  to  hotel  guests  and  concierges 
and  is  distributed  in  theater  lobbies,  Moscone  Center, 
restaurants  and  cafes,  bookstores  and  other  targeted 
locations  in  San  Francisco. 

According  to  a  study  recently  completed  by  Dance  USA, 
commissioned  by  the  Bay  Area  foundation  community: 

"Arts  Monthly  has  been  a  huge  success  in  building 
audiences.  This  publication,  started  by  Grants  for  the  Arts 
as  a  tool  for  concierges,  lists  arts  events  for  each  month. 
When  editors  arranged  to  insert  the  publication  in  the  New 
York  Times  in  the  first  Sunday  of  each  month  artists 
started  advertising  in  it,  the  perception  was  that  the  artists 
were  in  the  New  York  Times.  The  cost  of  producing  it  is 
relatively  low.  And  it  raised  the  visibility  and  credibility  of 
dance."

How  do  artists  and  audiences  take  advantage  of  new  Web 
technology  and  the  Internet  to  promote  the  arts  in  San 
Francisco?  This  has  been  the  topic  of  discussion  by 
Grants  for  the  Arts  and  its  constituent  groups  for  a  number 
of  years.  As  part  of  GFTA's  mandate,  linking  its  activities  to 
attract  visitors  to  San  Francisco,  GFTA  has  led  the  way  in 
creating  a  searchable  clutter-free  database  of  San 
Francisco  arts  offerings  on  the  web  with  the  2001  launch 
of  SFArts.org.  This  online  calendar  is  quickly  becoming  a 
widespread  and  indispensable  tool  for  anyone,  anywhere 
who  is  interested  in  the  arts  in  San  Francisco. 


Organizations  that  receive  GFTA  support  are  listed  on 
the  site.  Each  group  has  been  invited  to  create  a 
reciprocal  link  to  SFArts.org  so  that  visitors  can  go  directly 
to  an 

arts  group's  Web  site  and  get  more  details  about 
program  offerings. 

Thousands  of  promotional  cards  that  feature  the  Web 
address  have  been  distributed  through  the  San  Francisco 
Convention  and  Visitors  Bureau,  on-site  at  various 
locations  in  San  Francisco  as  well  as  online  to  individuals 
and  groups  interested  in  visiting  the  City.  SFArts.org 
bookmarks  have  also  been  placed  at  the  California  State 
Fair,  in  theater  lobbies,  bookshops  and  cafes  or  stuffed 
into  programs  and  newsletters.  Radio  and  print  ads,  BART 
signs  and  more  have  promoted  the  site,  which  is  now 
ranked  No.  1  on  most  of  the  country's  top  search  engines. 
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Voluntary  Arts  Contribution  Fund  (VACF) 


Established  in  1984,  the  VACF  is  an  innovative  program  that  allows  San  Francisco  property  taxpayers  and  others  to 
add  a  tax-deductible  contribution  to  their  biannual  tax  payments.  Since  GFTA  began  administering  the  program  in  1984, 
almost  $1,000,000  has  been  disbursed  to  arts  organizations  for  small  capital  improvements,  facilities  maintenance  and 
equipment  acquisition.

Grants  for  the  Arts  invested  in  a  pilot  program  to  help  its 
grantees  assess  their  computer  needs  and  manage 
information  processing  through  developing  technology 
plans  for  acquisition  of  hardware  and  software.  Also 
provided  was  guidance  in  the  effective  use  of  this 
software  and  information  about  the  maintenance  of 
technology  systems.  Every  plan  was  specifically  designed 
to  meet  individual  group  requirements  and  match 
available  resources.  Added  components  of  this  service 
trained  staff  to  implement  each  plan,  identify  resources 
beneficial  to  nonprofit  technology  and  provide  further 
strategies  for  growth.  The  plans  are  formulated  in 
collaboration  with  CompuMentor,  a  leading  nonprofit 
organization  that  specializes  in  computer  technology 
training. 

Special  Event  Insurance 

The  City  requires  an  insurance  policy  for  some  of  the 
most  important  and  exciting  cultural  celebrations  and 
parades  that  are  presented  annually  on  the  streets  and 
plazas  of 

San  Francisco.  Although  this  is  not  all  the  insurance  a 
group  might  need,  Grants  for  the  Arts  does  underwrite  the 
cost  of  specific  insurance  coverage  for  groups  that 
present  events  on  public  streets  and  venues  in  San 
Francisco.  It  has  also  funded  the  Americans  with 
Disabilities  Act  (ADA)  required  reviewing  platform  at  the 
Columbus  Day,  San  Francisco  Lesbian  Gay  Bisexual 
Transgender  Pride  Parade  and  Celebration,  Veterans' 
Day  and  St.  Patrick's  Day  Parades,  the  Chinese  New 
Year  Celebration  and  other  special  events. 

Handbook  for  Arts  Organizations 

Non  Profit  Know  How  -A  Handbook  for  Successful  Arts  and 
Other  Community  Organizations 

Grants  for  the  Arts  has  produced  and  distributes  a  free 
50-page  resource  book  that  can  serve  as  a  basic  primer 
or  tool  for  any  nonprofit  organization.  Editorial  includes 
checklists  that  help  in  the  planning  of  a  performance  or 
special  event  (with  accounting  and  financial  management 
forms)  and  information  about  how  to  develop  an 
audience,  apply  for  grants,  find  a  consultant  and  do 
marketing  and  promotion.  There  is  also  information  about 
how  to  get  permits  from  the  City,  obtain  short-term  loan 
assistance,  prepare  for  a  financial  audit,  acquire  legal 
information 
and  more.

Special  Initiatives 

From  time  to  time  Grants  for  the  Arts  is  able  to  respond  to 
the  community  through  the  use  of  Special  Initiatives.  The 
initiative  recognizes  one-time  only  events,  or  is  developed 
to  address  specific  needs  during  a  particular  time.  There 
are  no  current  initiatives  underway.  Here  are  some 
examples  of  initiatives  that  have  been  created  by  GFTA  to 
assist  the  arts  community. 

•  Capital  Expenditures  Initiative  was  designed  to  help 
community-based  arts  organizations  acquire  permanent, 
technical  and  movable  equipment  for  shared  use. 

•  Collaboration  Initiative  was  developed  to  foster  and 
encourage  organic,  effective  collaborations  and  resource 
sharing  among  arts  organizations. 

•  Facilities  Initiative  responded  to  the  rental  space  crisis  of 
the  past  few  years.  It  supported  efforts  to  maximize  the 
usefulness  and  accessibility  of  the  City's  existing  arts 
facilities.  Further,  it  worked  to  strengthen  the  internal 
capacity  of  organizations  that  manage  multi-use  spaces 
and  provided  assistance  in  securing  an  adequate  supply 
of  new  arts  space  that  is  protected  from  market  sources. 

Other  programs: 

•  Nonprofit  Performing  Arts  Loan  Program — (currently 
under  review)  Grants  for  the  Arts  participates  in  this 
collaborative  program  that  also  involves  foundations  and 
other  City  agencies.  The  Nonprofit  Performing  Arts  Loan 
Program  is  designed  to  stabilize  and  support  arts 
organizations.  Over  the  years,  the  program  has  provided 
more  than  20  short  and  long-term  low-interest  loans, 
totaling  more  than  $2  million  to  support  facilities 
acquisition  and  renovations.

Complex,  the  Fine  Arts  and  Asian  Art  Museums) 
received  much  needed  and  long-delayed  funding 
increases.  Although  these  increases  did  not  restore 
budgets  to  historic  highs,  they  went  far  toward  re- 
establishing the  City's  commitment  to  the  arts. 

The  approximately  $676,500  in  increased  funding  to 
Grants  for  the  Arts  was  distributed  as  follows: 

$568,700  in  increased  funding  to  support 
organizations'  increasing  budgets 

$107,800  in  funding  for  13  new  organizations, 
bringing  the  the  total  number  of  groups  funded  to 
222. 

With  these  increases  to  ongoing  recipients  and  first- 
time  funding  for  newly  qualifying  organizations,  we 
renew  our  emphasis  on  the  primary  goal  of  providing 
progressive,  meaningful  support  for  San  Francisco's 
cultural  groups  at  all  budget  levels.  (This  included 
partial  funding  restoration  for  the  six  largest  funded 
organizations,  which  saw  their  Grants  for  the  Arts 
allocations  decrease  by  more  than  30%  between 
2001  and  2005.) 

The  San  Francisco  Arts  Task  Force,  which  met  for 
over  a  year,  issued  a  report  in  March  2006  which 
identified  several  areas  of  productive  collaboration 
between  Grants  for  the  Arts  and  the  San  Francisco 
Arts  Commission.  Both  agencies  have  embraced 
these  recommendations  that  will  be  addressed  in  the 
coming  years,  including: 

-  Aligning  application  documents  for  both 
agencies 

-  Creating  a  joint  database 

-  Developing  a  comprehensive  Neighborhood 
Arts  strategy 

-  Strengthening  technical  assistance  to  arts 
organizations 


The  NonProfit  Performing  Arts  Loan  Program 
(NPALP),  a  City  program  which  has  lent  over  $2M  t< 
nearly  a  dozen  organizations  for  capital  acquisition 

and  improvements  in  its  22-year  history,  has  been 
transferred  from  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  to 
Grants  for  the  Arts.  We  have  submitted  revised 

Rules  and  Regulations  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
for  approval  and  hope  to  make  loans  available  to 
qualifying  organizations  beginning  in  2007/08. 

Last  year  in  our  Annual  report  introduction,  San 
Francisco  Foundation  Arts  Program  Officer  and 
newly  appointed  Grants  for  the  Arts  Advisory 
Committee  member  John  Killacky  detailed  the 
extraordinary  artistic,  programmatic  and  capital 
advances  made  by  San  Francisco's  arts  community 
in  2005.

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History  of  Grants  for  the  Arts 


Grants  for  the  Arts/San  Francisco 
Hotel  Tax  Fund  (GFTA)  was  the  first 
agency  of  its  kind  in  the  nation  when 
it  was  founded  in  1961 ,  through  a 
combination  of  City  and  state 
legislation.  Highly  respected  and 
widely  emulated,  GFTA  has  evolved 
into  a  national  and  international 
model  for  municipal  funding  of  the 
arts  and  has  been  at  the  center  of  the 
City's  cultural  identity,  improving  its 
quality  of  life,  strengthening  its 
economy  and  enhancing  its 
reputation. 

Since  its  creation,  GFTA  has 


distributed  more  than  $250  million  to 
hundreds  of  nonprofit  cultural 
organizations  in  San  Francisco.  This 
economic  investment  in  the  activities 
of  diverse  arts  and  promotional 
groups  enhances  the  City's  attractive- 
ness to  visitors  and  provides 
employment  and  enrichment  to  the 
City's  residents.  Grants  for  the 
Arts/San  Francisco  Hotel  Tax  Fund 
revenue  derives  from  a  portion  of  the 
14%  room  tax  levied  on  local  hotel 
and  motel  bills. 

GFTA's  policy  of  contributing  to  arts 
organizations'  general  operating 


expenses  addresses  its  goal  to  be  a 
stable,  dependable  base  of  support 
for  the  broadest  spectrum  of  arts 
organizations  that  continue  to  meet 
the  funding  criteria. 

The  goal  of  the  Fund  is  to  contribute 
meaningfully  to  the  presentation  and 
enhancement  of  existing  art  forms 
while  assuring  the  ability  of  others  to 
experiment,  to  dare  and  to  find  new 
and  yet  untested  ways  of  adding  to 
our  cultural  lives.  We  look  forward  to 
a  future  full  of  challenges  -  and  thus, 
by  definition,  full  of  opportunities.

The  foremost  goal  of  Grants  for  the  Arts  is  to  provide  a  stable,  dependable  base  of 
support  for  the  City's  arts  and  cultural  organizations  that  meet  its  funding  criteria.  In 
fulfilling  its  mission  of  "promoting  the  City  through  support  of  the  arts,"  Grants  for  the  Arts 
annually  funds  non-profit  arts  and  cultural  organizations  that  help  promote  San  Francisco 
as  a  destination  for  regional,  national  and  international  visitors.  Grants  for  the  Arts  is 
committed  to  supporting  the  broadest  spectrum  of  the  San  Francisco  arts  community. 

Reliable,  ongoing  financial  support  is  one  of  the  cornerstones  of  an  arts  organization's 
existence.  Grants  for  the  Arts'  relationship  with  the  City's  non-profit  groups  is  quite  unique 
in  terms  of  national  municipal  support  of  the  arts.  This  is  because  funding  is  not  linked  to 
specific  projects  or  productions.  Instead,  the  annual  grant  program  is  designed  to  provide 
a  consistent  source  of  funds  for  general  operating  expenses. 

Grants  for  the  Arts  funding  levels  are  determined  on  a  progressive  basis  with  smaller 
budget  organizations  receiving  a  larger  percentage  of  their  budgets  and  larger  groups  a 
smaller  percentage  from  the  Fund.  San  Francisco's  largest  cultural  institutions  are  given 
important  sustaining  funds  in  recognition  of  their  world-renowned  artistic  contributions  and 
economic  importance  to  the  City.  The  majority  of  the  funds  (nearly  70%)  goes  to  the  small 
and  midsize  organizations  of  all  disciplines  and  cultures.

Arts  and  Tourism — A  Partnership  with  the  San 
Francisco  Convention  and  Visitors  Bureau 

Grants  for  the  Arts  established  the  first  Arts  and  Tourism 
Program  in  the  United  States  in  1989  with  the  goal  of 
promoting  San  Francisco  as  a  cultural  destination  to  travel 
industry  professionals,  including  tour  wholesalers,  travel 
agents,  convention  planners  and  others.  In  1991  the  San 
Francisco  Convention  and  Visitors  Bureau  became  the 
first  agency  to  incorporate  an  Arts  and  Tourism  office  as  a 
crucial  part  of  its  marketing  to  visitors  and  business 
travelers.  Since  then,  the  Arts  and  Tourism  program  has 
worked  to  increase  visitor  attendance  at  arts  events.  A 
recent  notable  project  is  the  production  of  an  in-flight 
promotional  video  for  United  Airlines,  "San  Francisco  is 
all  about  the  Arts,"  which  will  play  on  westbound  domestic 
and  transatlantic  flights,  reaching  more  than  a  million 
passengers  monthly.  Another  is  the  2002-2003  VIP 
Cultural  Passport,  a  special  promotional  package 
distributed  to  travel  trade  professionals,  meeting  planners 
and  media  professionals  who  visit  San  Francisco  and 
influence  destination  decisions.  Helping  visitors  experience 
and  appreciate  San  Francisco's  famous  diversity  is 
"Diverse  City  Destinations"  (www.destinationsf.com),  a 
series  of  ten  self-guided  tour  itineraries  that  immerse  the 
visitor  in  the  best  of  San  Francisco's  culture,  ethnic 
heritage  and  arts. 

San  Francisco  Arts  Monthly 

A  project  of  Grants  for  the  Arts,  San  Francisco  Arts 
Monthly  is  an  outreach  publication  to  San  Francisco 
visitors.  It  is  provided  free  to  hotel  guests  and  concierges 
and  is  distributed  in  theater  lobbies,  Moscone  Center, 
restaurants  and  cafes,  bookstores  and  other  targeted 
locations  in  San  Francisco. 

According  to  a  study  recently  completed  by  Dance  USA, 
commissioned  by  the  Bay  Area  foundation  community: 

"Arts  Monthly  has  been  a  huge  success  in  building 
audiences.  This  publication,  started  by  Grants  for  the  Arts 
as  a  tool  for  concierges,  lists  arts  events  for  each  month. 
When  editors  arranged  to  insert  the  publication  in  the  New 
York  Times  in  the  first  Sunday  of  each  month  artists 
started  advertising  in  it,  the  perception  was  that  the  artists 
were  in  the  New  York  Times.  The  cost  of  producing  it  is 
relatively  low.  And  it  raised  the  visibility  and  credibility  of 
dance."

How  do  artists  and  audiences  take  advantage  of  new  Web 
technology  and  the  Internet  to  promote  the  arts  in  San 
Francisco?  This  has  been  the  topic  of  discussion  by 
Grants  for  the  Arts  and  its  constituent  groups  for  a  number 
of  years.  As  part  of  GFTA's  mandate,  linking  its  activities  to 
attract  visitors  to  San  Francisco,  GFTA  has  led  the  way  in 
creating  a  searchable  clutter-free  database  of  San 
Francisco  arts  offerings  on  the  web  with  the  2001  launch 
of  SFArts.org.  This  online  calendar  is  quickly  becoming  a 
widespread  and  indispensable  tool  for  anyone,  anywhere 
who  is  interested  in  the  arts  in  San  Francisco.

Organizations  that  receive  GFTA  support  are  listed  on 
the  site.  Each  group  has  been  invited  to  create  a 
reciprocal  link  to  SFArts.org  so  that  visitors  can  go  directly 
to  an 

arts  group's  Web  site  and  get  more  details  about 
program  offerings. 

Thousands  of  promotional  cards  that  feature  the  Web 
address  have  been  distributed  through  the  San  Francisco 
Convention  and  Visitors  Bureau,  on-site  at  various 
locations  in  San  Francisco  as  well  as  online  to  individuals 
and  groups  interested  in  visiting  the  City.  SFArts.org 
bookmarks  have  also  been  placed  at  the  California  State 
Fair,  in  theater  lobbies,  bookshops  and  cafes  or  stuffed 
into  programs  and  newsletters.  Radio  and  print  ads,  BART 
signs  and  more  have  promoted  the  site,  which  is  now 
ranked  No.  1  on  most  of  the  country's  top  search  engines. 
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Voluntary  Arts  Contribution  Fund  (VACF) 


Established  in  1 984,  the  VACF  is  an  innovative  program  that  allows  San  Francisco  property  taxpayers  and  others  to 
add  a  tax-deductible  contribution  to  their  biannual  tax  payments.  Since  GFTA  began  administering  the  program  in  1984, 
almost  $1,000,000  has  been  disbursed  to  arts  organizations  for  small  capital  improvements,  facilities  maintenance  and 
equipment  acquisition.  The  next  cycle  of  VACF  grants  will  take  place  in  FY  2007/08.

Although  this  is  not  all  the  insurance  a 
group  might  need,  Grants  for  the  Arts  does  underwrite  the 
cost  of  specific  insurance  coverage  for  groups  that 
present  events  on  public  streets  and  venues  in  San 
Francisco.  It  has  also  funded  the  Americans  with 
Disabilities  Act  (ADA)  required  reviewing  platform  at  the 
Columbus  Day,  San  Francisco  Lesbian  Gay  Bisexual 
Transgender  Pride  Parade  and  Celebration,  Veterans' 
Day  and  St.  Patrick's  Day  Parades,  the  Chinese  New 
Year  Celebration  and  other  special  events. 


Handbook  for  Arts  Organizations 

Non  Profit  Know  How  -  A  Handbook  for  Successful  Arts  and 
Other  Community  Organizations 

Grants  for  the  Arts  has  produced  and  distributes  a  free 
50-page  resource  book  that  can  serve  as  a  basic  primer 
or  tool  for  any  nonprofit  organization.  Editorial  includes 
checklists  that  help  in  the  planning  of  a  performance  or 
special  event  (with  accounting  and  financial  management 
forms)  and  information  about  how  to  develop  an 
audience,  apply  for  grants,  find  a  consultant  and  do 
marketing  and  promotion.  There  is  also  information  about 
how  to  get  permits  from  the  City,  obtain  short-term  loan 
assistance,  prepare  for  a  financial  audit,  acquire  legal 
information 
and  more.

Special  Initiatives 

From  time  to  time  Grants  for  the  Arts  is  able  to  respond  to 
the  community  through  the  use  of  Special  Initiatives.  The 
initiative  recognizes  one-time  only  events,  or  is  developed 
to  address  specific  needs  during  a  particular  time.  There 
are  no  current  initiatives  underway.  Here  are  some 
examples  of  initiatives  that  have  been  created  by  GFTA  to 
assist  the  arts  community. 

•  Capital  Expenditures  Initiative  was  designed  to  help 
community-based  arts  organizations  acquire  permanent, 
technical  and  movable  equipment  for  shared  use. 

•  Collaboration  Initiative  was  developed  to  foster  and 
encourage  organic,  effective  collaborations  and  resource 
sharing  among  arts  organizations. 

•  Facilities  Initiative  responded  to  the  rental  space  crisis  of 
the  past  few  years.  It  supported  efforts  to  maximize  the 
usefulness  and  accessibility  of  the  City's  existing  arts 
facilities.  Further,  it  worked  to  strengthen  the  internal 
capacity  of  organizations  that  manage  multi-use  spaces 
and  provided  assistance  in  securing  an  adequate  supply 
of  new  arts  space  that  is  protected  from  market  sources. 

Other  programs: 

•  Nonprofit  Performing  Arts  Loan  Program — (currently 
under  review)  Grants  for  the  Arts  participates  in  this 
collaborative  program  that  also  involves  foundations  and 
other  City  agencies.  The  Nonprofit  Performing  Arts  Loan 
Program  is  designed  to  stabilize  and  support  arts 
organizations.  Over  the  years,  the  program  has  provided 
more  than  20  short  and  long-term  low-interest  loans, 
totaling  more  than  $2  million  to  support  facilities 
acquisition  and  renovations.

Although  not  without  challenges  for  some,  most  San  Francisco 
arts  organizations  flourished  in  2007,  offering  more 
performances  and  exhibits  and  deepening  connections  to 
more  audience  members.   Most  groups  ended  this  past  year 
with  balanced  budgets;  some  returning  to  fiscal  solvency  after 
several  years  in  the  red.  All  this  is  to  be  celebrated. 

Grants  for  the  Arts  received  a  6%  funding  increase  for 
2007/08.  The  approximately  $731 ,800  in  new  money  was 
distributed  as  follows: 

$678,850  in  increased  funding  to  support  organizations' 
increasing  budgets. 

$55,000  to  fund  six  new  organizations,  bringing  the  the  total 
number  of  groups  funded  to  225. 

With  these  increases  to  ongoing  recipients  and  first-time 
funding  for  newly  qualifying  organizations,  we  emphasize  our 
primary  goal  of  providing  progressive,  meaningful  support  for 
San  Francisco's  cultural  organizations  at  all  budget  levels, 
including  continuing  funding  restoration  for  the  six  largest 
organizations  whose  allocations  decreased  by  more  than  30% 
between  2001  and  2005  due  to  the  economic  downturn 
affecting  all  city  agencies'  budgets  during  those  years. 

It  is,  of  course,  gratifying  that  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  have  continued  their  commitment  to  supporting 
the  broadest  range  of  cultural  activities  in  San  Francisco.  But 
perhaps  of  more  lasting  significance  than  the  good  funding 
news  is  the  renewed  commitment  many  arts  organizations 
made  to  sharing  and  collegiality  within  our  comunity  among 
organizations  small  and  large,  emerging  and  established, 
across  the  lines  of  cultures  and  disciplines. 

Grants  for  the  Arts  helped  to  initiate  several  activities  in  2007 
which  demontrated  and  built  upon  this  new  harmony: 

-  The  Best  Practices  Series:  This  series  of  five  free  and 
interactive  conversations  was  developed  by  a  hard-working 
and  broad-based  committee  of  1 7  artists  and  arts  adminis- 
trators to  address  selected  topics  from  different 
perspectives.  Produced  in  collaboration  with  the  San 
Francisco  Foundation,  hundreds  of  artists,  administrators 
and  culture  workers  joined  in  discussions  of  the  shifting 
media  landscape,  the  impact  of  changed  demographics  on 
the  arts,  the  importance  of  staying  current  with  technology, 
the  rewards  and  challenges  of  collaboration,  and  the 
difficulties  of  retaining  and  nurturing  staff. 


-  The  California  Cultural  Data  Project  (CCDP):  Developed 
with  a  consortium  of  state  arts  funders,  CCDP  will  by  the 
end  of  2008  have  created  a  "universal  application  for 
funding"  which  will  be  used  by  Grants  for  the  Arts,  the  San 
Francisco  Arts  Commission,  the  California  Arts  Council,  and 
nearly  all  foundation  and  corporate  arts  funders  in 
California.  A  corollary  of  this  shared  application  will  be  the 
ability  for  sophisticated  data  collection  and  analysis  to  aid  in 
creating  targeted  initiatives,  in  arts  advocacy,  and  in 
evaluating  funding  effectiveness.  All  while  making  the 
application  processes  much  more  efficient  for  both  the 
applicant  organizations  as  well  as  the  funders. 

-  The  Wallace  Excellence  Collaboration:  San  Francisco  is 
one  of  four  cities  selected  by  the  New  York  City-based 
Wallace  Foundation  to  receive  $7.5M  over  a  four-year 
period  to  support  audience  building  activities.  This 
innovative,  far-reaching,  multi-year  model  of  arts  funding, 
administered  by  Grants  for  the  Arts  and  The  San  Francisco 
Foundation,  identified  11  San  Francisco  organizations  to 
share  $6M  in  large  individual  grants.  The  Foundation  and 
GFTA  were  awarded  $1 .5M  to  support  a  Bay  Area-wide 
learning  network  to  encourge  arts  participation.  Activities 
will  include  developing  a  combined  mailing  list  and  data 
resource;  expanding  and  enhancing  the  SFArts.org  website; 
convening  a  series  of  panels  and  workshops  in  San 
Francisco,  the  East  Bay  and  the  South  Bay  to  share 
effective  ideas  and  practices;  an  Arts  Marketing  Boot  Camp; 
and  commissioning  regional  artists,  arts  leaders,  and. 
thinkers  to  create  works  on  the  themes  of  cultural 
participation.  The  Wallace  Foundation  chose  San  Francisco 
as  one  of  the  four  sites  for  this  effort  because  of  the  city's 
high  concentration  and  variety  of  arts  organizations,  as  well 
as  for  our  history  of  robust  collaboration  among  GFTA.The 
San  Francisco  Foundation  and  arts  organizations. 

I  do  not  like  to  end  on  a  down  note,  but  I  would  be  remiss  if  I 
did  not  mention  that  it  is  possible  that  our  rosy  funding  picture 
of  2007/08  will  not  be  repeated  in  2008/09.  Even  if  this  is  the 
case,  our  hope  is  that  the  extraordinarily  positive  activities 
mentioned  above,  made  possible  by  the  comity  achieved  this 
year  in  our  community,  will  benefit  San  Francisco's  artists  and 
arts  organizations  in  the  future,  helping  them,  in  concert  with 
one  another,  to  experiment,  dare  and  invigorate  the  City's 
cultural  life.

Grants  for  the  Arts/San  Francisco  Hotel 
Tax  Fund  (GFTA)  was  the  first  agency 
of  its  kind  in  the  nation  when  it  was 
founded  in  1961,  through  a  combination 
of  City  and  state  legislation.   Highly 
respected  and  widely  emulated,  GFTA 
has  evolved  into  a  national  and 
international  model  for  municipal 
funding  of  the  arts  and  has  been  at  the 
center  of  the  City's  cultural  identity, 
improving  its  quality  of  life, 
strengthening  its  economy  and 
enhancing  its  reputation. 


Since  its  creation,  GFTA  has  distributed 
more  than  $250  million  to  hundreds  of 
nonprofit  cultural  organizations  in  San 
Francisco.  This  economic  investment 
in  the  activities  of  diverse  arts  and 
promotional  groups  enhances  the  City's 
attractiveness  to  visitors  and  provides 
employment  and  enrichment  to  the 
City's  residents.  Grants  for  the 
Arts/San  Francisco  Hotel  Tax  Fund 
revenue  derives  from  a  portion  of  the 
14%  room  tax  levied  on  local  hotel  and 
motel  bills. 

GFTA's  policy  of  contributing  to  arts 
organizations'  general  operating 


expenses  addresses  its  goal  to  be  a 
stable,  dependable  base  of  support  for 
the  broadest  spectrum  of  arts 
organizations  that  continue  to  meet  the 
funding  criteria. 

The  goal  of  the  Fund  is  to  contribute 
meaningfully  to  the  presentation  and 
enhancement  of  existing  art  forms  while 
assuring  the  ability  of  others  to 
experiment  and  to  find  new  and  yet 
untested  ways  of  adding  to  our  cultural 
lives.  We  look  forward  to  a  future  full  of 
challenges  -  and  thus,  by  definition,  full 
of  opportunities.

Annual  Grants  to  San  Francisco  Arts  Organizations 

The  foremost  goal  of  Grants  for  the  Arts  is  to  provide  a  stable,  dependable  base  of 
support  for  the  City's  arts  and  cultural  organizations  that  meet  its  funding  criteria.  In 
fulfilling  its  mission  of  "promoting  the  City  through  support  of  the  arts,"  Grants  for  the  Arts 
annually  funds  non-profit  arts  and  cultural  organizations  that  help  promote  San  Francisco 
as  a  destination  for  regional,  national  and  international  visitors.  Grants  for  the  Arts  is 
committed  to  supporting  the  broadest  spectrum  of  the  San  Francisco  arts  community. 

Reliable,  ongoing  financial  support  is  one  of  the  cornerstones  of  an  arts  organization's 
existence.  Grants  for  the  Arts'  relationship  with  the  City's  non-profit  groups  is  quite  unique 
in  terms  of  national  municipal  support  of  the  arts.  This  is  because  funding  is  not  linked  to 
specific  projects  or  productions.  Instead,  the  annual  grant  program  is  designed  to  provide 
a  consistent  source  of  funds  for  general  operating  expenses. 

Grants  for  the  Arts  funding  levels  are  determined  on  a  progressive  basis  with  smaller 
budget  organizations  receiving  a  larger  percentage  of  their  budgets  and  larger  groups  a 
smaller  percentage  from  the  Fund.  San  Francisco's  largest  cultural  institutions  are  given 
important  sustaining  funds  in  recognition  of  their  world-renowned  artistic  contributions  and 
economic  importance  to  the  City.  The  majority  of  the  funds  (nearly  70%)  goes  to  the  small 
and  midsize  organizations  of  all  disciplines  and  cultures. 

Here  is  the  list  of  non-profit  arts  and  cultural  organizations  that  received  Grants  for  the  Arts 
annual  support  for  the  2007-2008  Fiscal  Year. 


"When  communities  invest  in  the  arts,  there 
is  a  tendency  to  think  that  they  are  opting 
for  cultural  benefits  at  the  expense  of 
economic  benefits.  This  (Americans  for  the 
Arts)  study  demonstrates  that  the  arts  are 
an  industry  that  generates  extraordinary 
economic  activity,  jobs,  and  tax  revenues. 
When  we  say  that  the  arts  mean  business, 
that's  not  just  a  slogan;  it's  the  truth."

Established  in  1984,  the  VACF  is  an  innovative  program  that  allows  San  Francisco  property  taxpayers  and  others  to 
add  a  tax-deductible  contribution  to  their  biannual  tax  payments.  Since  GFTA  began  administering  the  program  in  1984, 
more  than  $1,000,000  has  been  disbursed  to  arts  organizations  for  small  capital  improvements,  facilities  maintenance 
and  equipment  acquisition.

Arts  and  Tourism — A  Partnership  with  the  San 
Francisco  Convention  and  Visitors  Bureau 

Grants  for  the  Arts  established  the  first  Arts  and  Tourism 
Program  (A&T)  in  the  United  States  in  1989  with  the  goal 
of  promoting  San  Francisco  as  a  cultural  destination  to 
travel  industry  professionals,  including  tour  wholesalers, 
travel  agents,  convention  planners  and  others.  In  1991  the 
San  Francisco  Convention  and  Visitors  Bureau  (SFCVB) 
became  the  first  agency  to  incorporate  an  Arts  and 
Tourism  office  as  a  crucial  part  of  its  marketing  to  visitors 
and  business  travelers.  Since  then,  the  Arts  and  Tourism 
program  has  worked  to  increase  visitor  attendance  at  arts 
events  by  designing  programs  that  highlight  all  the  facets 
of  San  Francisco's  thriving  cultural  community.   In  2007, 
A&T  worked  with  the  Yerba  Buena  Neighborhood  Cultural 
Consortium  to  promote  the  first-ever  Yerba  Buena 
Museum  FREE4ALL.  Held  on  November  10th,  this  event 
attracted  over  28,000  people  to  12  cultural  institutions  in 
the  neighborhood. 

Arts  and  Tourism  also  works  closely  with  local  arts  and 
cultural  organizations  informing  them  how  to  best  use 
the  services  offered  by  the  SFCVB.  One  of  the  services 
offered  has  been  a  series  of  free  education  PR  seminars 
created  especially  for  the  arts  community. 

Also  helping  visitors  experience  and  appreciate  San 
Francisco's  famous  diversity  is  "Diverse  Destinations" 
(www.destinationsf.com),  a  series  of  self-guided  tour 
itineraries  that  immerse  the  visitor  in  the  best  of  San 
Francisco's  culture,  ethnic  heritage  and  arts. 

San  Francisco  Arts  Monthly 

A  project  of  Grants  for  the  Arts,  San  Francisco  Arts 
Monthly  is  an  outreach  publication  to  San  Francisco 
visitors.  It  is  provided  free  to  hotel  guests  and  concierges 
and  is  distributed  in  theater  lobbies,  Moscone  Center, 
restaurants  and  cafes,  bookstores  and  other  targeted 
locations  in  San  Francisco. 

According  to  a  study  by  Dance  USA,  commissioned  by  the 
Bay  Area  foundation  community. 

"Arts  Monthly  has  been  a  huge  success  in  building 
audiences.  This  publication,  started  by  Grants  for  the  Arts 
as  a  tool  for  concierges,  lists  arts  events  for  each  month. 
When  editors  arranged  to  insert  the  publication  in  the  New 
York  Times  in  the  first  Sunday  of  each  month  artists 
started  advertising  in  it,  the  perception  was  that  the  artists 


were  in  the  New  York  Times.  The  cost  of  producing  it  is 
relatively  low.  And  it  raised  the  visibility  and  credibility  of 
dance."

How  do  artists  and  audiences  take  advantage  of  Web 
technology  and  the  Internet  to  promote  the  arts  in  San 
Francisco?  This  has  been  the  topic  of  discussion  by 
Grants  for  the  Arts  and  its  constituent  groups  for  a  number 
of  years.  As  part  of  GFTA's  mandate,  linking  its  activities  to 
attract  visitors  to  San  Francisco,  GFTA  led  the  way  in 
creating  a  searchable  clutter-free  database  of  San 
Francisco  arts  offerings  on  the  web  with  the  2001  launch 
of  SFArts.org.  This  online  calendar  is  a  widespread  and 
indispensable  tool  for  anyone,  anywhere  who  is  interested 
in  the  arts  in  San  Francisco.

Organizations  that  receive  GFTA  support  are  listed  on 
the  site.  Each  group  is  invited  to  create  a  reciprocal  link  to 
SFArts.org  so  that  visitors  can  go  directly  to  an  arts 
group's  Web  site  and  get  more  details  about 
program  offerings. 

Thousands  of  promotional  cards  that  feature  the  Web 
address  are  distributed  through  the  San  Francisco 
Convention  and  Visitors  Bureau,  on-site  at  various 
locations  in  San  Francisco  as  well  as  online  to  individuals 
and  groups  interested  in  visiting  the  City.  SFArts.org 
bookmarks  are  also  placed  at  the  California  State  Fair,  in 
theater  lobbies,  bookshops  and  cafes  or  stuffed  into 
programs  and  newsletters.  Radio  and  print  ads,  BART 
signs  and  more  have  promoted  the  site,  which  is  now 
ranked  No.  1  on  most  of  the  country's  top  search  engines. 
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Nonrecurring  Events  Fund 

This  program  supports  San  Francisco  nonprofit  arts 
organizations  that  have  extraordinary,  one-time  only 
promotional  costs  for  events  such  as  first-time  festivals  or 
celebrations,  significant  anniversaries,  new  venues,  or 
programs  that  provide  groups  with  a  critical  boost. 

Preference  is  given  to  groups  not  currently  receiving  GFTA 
support  through  the  regular  funding  cycle  though  current 
grantees  with  major  anniversaries  or  collaborations 
benefiting  several  groups  are  eligible  to  apply. 

Funds  partially  subsidize  promotional  costs  related  to 
publicity,  consultants,  materials,  and  advertisements. 
Grants  are  based  on  available  funds  and  eligibility  is 
limited  to  once  in  any  two  consecutive  fiscal  years.   In 
general,  an  award  from  this  fund  precludes  general 
operating  support  in  the  following  fiscal  year. 

Examples  include  the  Sesquicentennial  of  the  California 
Gold  Rush,  the  first  Afro-Solo  Festival,  a  25th  anniversary 
public  event  and  the  launching  of  the  half-price  ticket 
booth  at  Union  Square. 


Special  Initiatives 

From  time  to  time  Grants  for  the  Arts  is  able  to  respond  to 
the  community  through  the  use  of  Special  Initiatives.  The 
initiative  recognizes  one-time  only  events,  or  is  developed 
to  address  specific  needs  during  a  particular  time.  There 
are  no  current  initiatives  underway.  Here  are  some 
examples  of  initiatives  that  have  been  created  by  GFTA  to 
assist  the  arts  community. 

•  Capital  Expenditures  Initiative  was  designed  to  help 
community-based  arts  organizations  acquire  permanent, 
technical  and  movable  equipment  for  shared  use. 

•  Collaboration  Initiative  was  developed  to  foster  and 
encourage  organic,  effective  collaborations  and  resource 
sharing  among  arts  organizations. 

•  Facilities  Initiative  responded  to  the  rental  space  crisis  of 
the  past  few  years.  It  supported  efforts  to  maximize  the 
usefulness  and  accessibility  of  the  City's  existing  arts 
facilities.  Further,  it  worked  to  strengthen  the  internal 
capacity  of  organizations  that  manage  multi-use  spaces 
and  provided  assistance  in  securing  an  adequate  supply 
of  new  arts  space  that  is  protected  from  market  sources. 


Special  Event  Insurance 

The  City  requires  an  insurance  policy  for  some  of  the  most 
important  and  exciting  cultural  celebrations  and  parades 
that  are  presented  annually  on  the  streets  and  plazas  of 
San  Francisco.  Although  this  is  not  all  the  insurance  a 
group  might  need,  Grants  for  the  Arts  does  underwrite  the 
cost  of  specific  insurance  coverage  for  groups  that  present 
events  on  public  streets  and  venues  in  San  Francisco. 


Oher  programs 

Nonprofit  Performing  Arts  Loan  Program — (currently  under 
review)  Grants  for  the  Arts  participates  in  this  collaborative 
program  that  also  involves  foundations  and  other  City 
agencies.  The  Nonprofit  Performing  Arts  Loan  Program  is 
designed  to  stabilize  and  support  arts  organizations.  Over 
the  years,  the  program  has  provided  more  than  20  short 
and  long-term  low-interest  loans,  totaling  more  than  $2 
million  to  support  facilities  acquisition  and  renovations.

Non  Profit  Know  How  -  A  Handbook  for  Successful  Arts  and 
Other  Community  Organizations 

Grants  for  the  Arts  has  produced  and  distributes  a  free 
50-page  resource  book  that  can  serve  as  a  basic  primer  or 
tool  for  any  nonprofit  organization.  Editorial  includes 
checklists  that  help  in  the  planning  of  a  performance  or 
special  event  (with  accounting  and  financial  management 
forms)  and  information  about  how  to  develop  an  audience, 
apply  for  grants,  find  a  consultant  and  do  marketing  and 
promotion.  There  is  also  information  about  how  to  get 
permits  from  the  City,  obtain  short-term  loan  assistance, 
prepare  for  a  financial  audit,  acquire  legal  information  and 
more.

It  is  impossible,  at  this  moment  in  early  January 
2009,  to  write  about  the  State  of  the  Arts  in  San 
Francisco  with  any  certainty.  Most  San  Francisco 
arts  groups  flourished,  or  at  least  held  their  own  in  2008, 
offering  more  performances  and  exhibits  than  ever  and 
deepening  connections  to  more  audience  members. 
Most  managed  to  end  the  year  with  balanced  budgets, 
though  a  disturbingly  high  number  did  post  deficits. 

Although  receiving  no  additional  funding  over  07/08,  by 
economizing  in  discretionary  areas,  Grants  for  the  Arts 
was  able  to  fund  10  new  organizations,  bringing  the 
total  of  groups  funded  to  231 . 

$197,910  was  used  to  bring  35  organizations  closer  to 
Grants  for  the  Arts'  funding  goals. 

With  these  increases  to  ongoing  recipients  and  funding 
for  newly  qualifying  organizations,  we  emphasize  our 
primary  goal  of  providing  progressive,  meaningful 
support  for  San  Francisco's  cultural  organizations  in  all 
disciplines,  cultures  and  budget  categories. 

Unfortunately  these  relatively  normal  patterns  are 
shifting  with  each  passing  day.  According  to  the  Arts 
&  Economy  survey  conducted  in  October,  2008  by  the 
Hewlett  Foundation,  84%  of  respondents,  including 
a  cross  section  of  almost  50  San  Francisco  groups, 
reported  "...making  changes  in  their  budgets  going 
forward  in  light  of  the  economic  turmoil,"  and  over  half 
reported  that  they  are  not  on  track  to  meet  current 
fiscal  year  revenue  goals.  Over  50%  reported  a  decline 
in  earned  revenue,  with  a  similar  number  reporting  a 
downturn  in  contributions.  And,  perhaps  most  tellingly, 
when  asked  by  the  Hewlett  survey,  "If  you  are  not  on 


track  to  meet  your  (FY08/09)  revenue  goals,  what  are 
you  planning  to  do?"  Nearly  half  the  respondents  had 
no  response. 

For  San  Francisco,  the  arts  are  intrinsic  to  our  city's 
sense  of  self,  as  well  as  a  major  financial  benefit.  As  Arts 
Commission  Director  Luis  Cancel  puts  it,  "The  arts  are 
part  of  the  economic  engine  that  makes  this  city  viable." 

Our  own  statistics  prove  this:  employing  thousands 
of  people  and  providing  thousands  of  activities 
each  year  including  hundreds  of  free  performances, 
exhibitions,  classes  and  community  programs,  nonprofit 
organizations  supported  by  Grants  for  the  Arts 
represent  a  total  annual  economy  of  approximately 
$350M  in  salaries,  goods  and  services  purchased  as 
well  as  rents  and  mortgages  paid  here  in  San  Francisco. 
Many  groups  raise  resources  specifically  to  offer  services 
to  underserved  communities,  and  to  provide  arts  in  San 
Francisco  public  schools  when  the  schools  themselves 
have  completely  cut  out  such  activities. 

And  yet  all  of  our  arts  organizations,  even  the  largest, 
are  fragile.  They  depend  on  a  complicated  web  of 
earned  revenue  and  contributions  from  government 
sources  (primarily  Grants  for  the  Arts),  foundation  and 
corporate  funders  and  very  importantly,  individual 
donations.  Every  one  of  these  sources  is  under 
economic  duress  as  this  is  written—  perhaps  government 
most  of  all. 

Those  organizations  lucky  enough  to  have  endowments 
have  seen  them  decline  by  as  much  as  40%; 
foundations,  upon  which  many  arts  groups  depend,  are 
experiencing  the  same  downturns  in  their  portfolios;

corporate  grantmaking  is  a  distant  memory;  individual 
giving  is  threatened,  as  is  earned  revenue  from  all 
sources.  And  of  course,  local  governments  are  cutting 
in  every  single  area,  including  vital  human  services. 

Offering  advice  to  arts  groups  in  this  turbulent  time  is 
difficult — the  right  strategy  for  one  organization  might 
be  exactly  wrong  for  another.  As  Arts  Administration 
Program  Director  Andrew  Taylor  asks:  "Do  we  pull 
back  from  the  punch?  Or  do  we  lean  into  it?"  He  goes 
on  to  wonder  if  groups  are  better  served  by  cutting 
staff,  programming  and  risk,  or  should  they  continue 
and  even  increase  support  for  riskier  shows  or  broader 
public  access?  The  choices  are  contradictory:  "Be 
conservative,  be  aggressive,  pull  back,  push  harder." 
And  Jeremy  Nowak,  head  of  the  Federal  Reserve 
Board  in  Philadelphia  advised  a  gathering  of  San 
Francisco  artists,  "Manage  cautiously,  but  continue  to 
be  ambitious." 

Each  organization  will  have  to  examine  its 
programming  rigorously,  asking,  "What  business  are 
we  in?  What  is  our  core  mission?"  and  then  rely  on 
the  instincts  of  its  own  staff,  board,  audience,  and 
supporters  to  determine  how  best  to  proceed. 

In  the  midst  of  this  difficult  litany,  Grants  for  the 
Arts  was  able,  in  FY  08/09,  to  launch  pilot  versions 
of  two  long-planned  assistance  projects  for  small 
organizations:  The  Musical  Grant  Program  (MGP)  and 
the  Creative  Capacity  Fund  (CCF)  and  we  continued 
two  programs  introduced  in  2007:  The  California 
Cultural  Data  Project  and  the  Wallace  Excellence 
Collaboration. 

The  Musical  Grant  Program:  San  Francisco  Friends  of 
Chamber  Music  (SFFCM)  has  designed  a  re-granting 
pilot  program  to  support  outstanding  projects  by 
Bay  Area  professional  "chamber"  music  ensembles 
(broadly  defined  as  "music  for  two  or  more  performers 
played  without  a  conductor.")  Modeled  after  Theatre 
Bay  Area's  successful  CA$H  re-granting  program  for 
theatre  and  dance,  this  new  effort  is  aimed  at  a  diverse 


range  of  small  music  groups.  Grants  of  up  to  $3,000  are 
awarded  competitively  to  help  them  reach  new  levels 
of  achievement.  This  program  has  also  been  funded 
by  the  William  and  Flora  Hewlett  Foundation  and  the 
Clarence  E.  Heller  Charitable  Foundation,  to  whom  we 
offer  deep  thanks. 

The  Creative  Capacity  Fund:  A  joint  project  of  Grants 
for  the  Arts  and  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission, 
the  CCF  supports  programs  such  as  workshops, 
direct  technical  assistance,  resource  publications, 
field  assessment  and  other  programs  that  will  build 
greater  organizational  capacity,  equity  and  long-term 
sustainability.  Administered  by  the  Center  for  Cultural 
Innovation,  a  training  and  financial  services  incubator, 
CCF  was  developed  in  response  to  the  needs  of  small 
arts  groups  and  in  collaboration  with  a  number  of  local 
service  providers. 

The  California  Cultural  Data  Project:  After  extensive 
field-testing  Grants  for  the  Arts  will  use  this  universal 
funding  application  for  the  first  time  in  the  2009/10 
grant  year. 

The  Wallace  Excellence  Collaboration:  After  an 
extremely  successful  first  year,  activities  supported  by 
The  Wallace  Foundation  in  partnership  with  The  San 
Francisco  Foundation  and  Grants  for  the  Arts  have 
included  workshops  and  panels  in  three  Bay  Area 
locations  to  help  groups  deepen  their  engagement 
with  their  audiences  reaching  over  300  people  from 
over  100  arts  organizations,  a  large  regional  convening 
of  over  200  people,  commissioning  work  from  almost 
30  artists,  researchers  and  thinkers  and  planning 
for  a  National  Arts  Marketing  Project  workshop 
sponsored  nationally  by  American  Express.  The 
Wallace  Partnership  has  also  made  possible  The  Big 
List,  a  shared  mailing  list  project  with  112  participating 
organizations  and  839,730  names  of  arts  patrons — the 
largest  such  list  in  the  country,  as  well  as  an  upgrade 
and  planned  re-launch  of  the  valuable  SFArts.org 
calendar  website  which  is  used  by  almost  one  million 
people  annually.

The  foremost  goal  of  Grants  for  the  Arts  (GFTA)  is  to  provide  a 
stable,  dependable  base  of  support  for  the  City's  arts  and  cultural 
organizations  that  meet  its  funding  criteria.  In  fulfilling  its  mission 
of  "promoting  the  City  through  support  of  the  arts,"  GFTA  annually 
funds  non-profit  arts  and  cultural  organizations  that  help  promote 
San  Francisco  as  a  destination  for  regional,  national  and  international 
visitors.  Grants  for  the  Arts  is  committed  to  supporting  the  broadest 
spectrum  of  the  San  Francisco  arts  community. 

GFTA's  relationship  with  the  City's  non-profit  groups  is  quite  unique 
in  terms  of  national  municipal  support  of  the  arts.  This  is  because 
funding  is  not  linked  to  specific  projects  or  productions.  Instead,  the 
annual  grant  program  is  designed  to  provide  a  consistent  source  of 
funds  for  general  operating  expenses.  Grants  for  the  Arts  funding 
levels  are  determined  on  a  progressive  basis  with  smaller  budget 
organizations  receiving  a  larger  percentage  of  their  budgets  and 
larger  groups  a  smaller  percentage  from  the  Fund.  San  Francisco's 
largest  cultural  institutions  are  given  important  sustaining  funds 
in  recognition  of  their  world-renowned  artistic  contributions  and 
economic  importance  to  the  City.  The  majority  of  the  funds  (nearly 
70%)  goes  to  the  small  and  midsize  organizations  of  all  disciplines 
and  cultures.

Grants  for  the  Arts  established  the  first  Arts  and  Tourism 
Program  (A&T)  in  the  United  States  in  1989  with  the  goal  of 
promoting  San  Francisco  as  a  cultural  destination  to  travel 
industry  professionals,  including  tour  wholesalers,  travel 
agents,  convention  planners  and  others.  In  1991  the  San 
Francisco  Convention  and  Visitors  Bureau  (SFCVB)  became 
the  first  agency  to  incorporate  an  Arts  and  Tourism  office  as  a 
crucial  part  of  its  marketing  to  visitors  and  business  travelers. 
Since  then,  the  Arts  and  Tourism  program  has  worked  to 
increase  visitor  attendance  at  arts  events  by  designing 
programs  that  highlight  all  the  facets  of  San  Francisco's 
thriving  cultural  community.  In  2007,  A&T  worked  with  the 
Yerba  Buena  Neighborhood  Cultural  Consortium  to  promote 
the  first-ever  Yerba  Buena  Museum  FREE4ALL.  Held  on 
November  10th,  this  event  attracted  over  28,000  people  to 
12  cultural  institutions  in  the  neighborhood.  Arts  and  Tourism 
also  works  closely  with  local  arts  and  cultural  organizations 
informing  them  how  to  best  use  the  services  offered  by  the 
SFCVB.  One  of  the  services  offered  has  been  a  series  of 
free  education  PR  seminars  created  especially  for  the  arts 
community.  Also  helping  visitors  experience  and  appreciate 
San  Francisco's  famous  diversity  is  "Diverse  Destinations" 
(www.destinationsf.com),  a  series  of  self-guided  tour 
itineraries  that  immerse  the  visitor  in  the  best  of  San 
Francisco's  culture,  ethnic  heritage  and  arts.

A  project  of  Grants  for  the  Arts,  San  Francisco  Arts  Monthly 
is  an  outreach  publication  to  San  Francisco  visitors.  It 
is  provided  free  to  hotel  guests  and  concierges  and  is 
distributed  in  theater  lobbies,  Moscone  Center,  restaurants 
and  cafes,  bookstores  and  other  targeted  locations  in 
San  Francisco.  According  to  a  study  by  Dance  USA, 
commissioned  by  the  Bay  Area  foundation  community.  "Arts 
Monthly  has  been  a  huge  success  in  building  audiences. 
This  publication,  started  by  Grants  for  the  Arts  as  a  tool  for 
concierges,  lists  arts  events  for  each  month.  When  editors 
arranged  to  insert  the  publication  in  the  New  York  Times  in 
the  first  Sunday  of  each  month  artists  started  advertising  in 
it,  the  perception  was  that  the  artists  were  in  the  New  York 
Times.  The  cost  of  producing  it  is  relatively  low.  And  it  raised 
the  visibility  and  credibility  of  dance."

How  do  artists  and  audiences  take  advantage  of 
Web  technology  and  the  Internet  to  promote  the 
arts  in  San  Francisco?  This  has  been  the  topic  of 
discussion  by  Grants  for  the  Arts  and  its  constituent 
groups  for  a  number  of  years.  As  part  of  GFTA's 
mandate,  linking  its  activities  to  attract  visitors  to  San 
Francisco,  GFTA  led  the  way  in  creating  a  searchable 
clutter-free  database  of  San  Francisco  arts  offerings 
on  the  web  with  the  2001  launch  of  SFArts.org.  This 
online  calendar  is  a  widespread  and  indispensable 
tool  for  anyone,  anywhere  who  is  interested  in  the 
arts  in  San  Francisco.  Organizations  that  receive 
GFTA  support  are  listed  on  the  site.  Each  group  is 
invited  to  create  a  reciprocal  link  to  SFArts.org  so 
that  visitors  can  go  directly  to  an  arts  group's  Web 
site  and  get  more  details  about  program  offerings. 
Thousands  of  promotional  cards  that  feature  the 
Web  address  are  distributed  through  the  San 
Francisco  Convention  and  Visitors  Bureau,  on-site  at 
various  locations  in  San  Francisco  as  well  as  online 
to  individuals  and  groups  interested  in  visiting  the 
City.  SFArts.org  bookmarks  are  also  placed  at  the 
California  State  Fair,  in  theater  lobbies,  bookshops 
and  cafes  or  stuffed  into  programs  and  newsletters. 
Radio  and  print  ads,  BART  signs  and  more  have 
promoted  the  site,  which  is  now  ranked  No.  1  on

Nonrecurring 
Events  Fund 

This  program  supports  San  Francisco  nonprofit  arts 
organizations  that  have  extraordinary,  one-time 
only  promotional  costs  for  events  such  as  first-time 
festivals  or  celebrations,  significant  anniversaries, 
new  venues,  or  programs  that  provide  groups  with 
a  critical  boost.  Preference  is  given  to  groups  not 
currently  receiving  GFTA  support  through  the  regular 
funding  cycle  though  current  grantees  with  major 
anniversaries  or  collaborations  benefiting  several 
groups  are  eligible  to  apply.  Funds  partially  subsidize 


promotional  costs  related  to  publicity,  consultants, 
materials,  and  advertisements.  Grants  are  based  on 
available  funds  and  eligibility  is  limited  to  once  in 
any  two  consecutive  fiscal  years.  In  general,  an  award 
from  this  fund  precludes  general  operating  support 
in  the  following  fiscal  year.  Examples  include  the 
Sesquicentennial  of  the  California  Gold  Rush,  the  first 
Afro-Solo  Festival,  a  25th  anniversary  public  event 
and  the  launching  of  the  half-price  ticket  booth  at 
Union  Square. 


Special  Event 
Insurance 

The  City  requires  an  insurance  policy  for  some  of  the 
most  important  and  exciting  cultural  celebrations  and 
parades  that  are  presented  annually  on  the  streets 
and  plazas  of  San  Francisco.  Although  this  is  not  all 
the  insurance  a  group  might  need,  Grants  for  the 
Arts  does  underwrite  the  cost  of  specific  insurance 
coverage  for  groups  that  present  events  on  public 
streets  and  venues  in  San  Francisco. 


Handbook  for  Arts 
Organizations 

Non  Profit  Know  How  -  A  Handbook  for  Successful 
Arts  and  Other  Community  Organizations  Grants  for 
the  Arts  has  produced  and  distributes  a  free  50-page 
resource  book  that  can  serve  as  a  basic  primer 
or  tool  for  any  nonprofit  organization.  Editorial 
includes  checklists  that  help  in  the  planning  of  a 
performance  or  special  event  (with  accounting  and 
financial  management  forms)  and  information  about 
how  to  develop  an  audience,  apply  for  grants,  find  a 
consultant  and  do  marketing  and  promotion.  There  is 
also  information  about  how  to  get  permits  from  the 
City,  obtain  short-term  loan  assistance,  prepare  for  a 
financial  audit,  acquire  legal  information  and  more. 
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Special  Initiatives 

From  time  to  time  Grants  for  the  Arts  is  able  to 
respond  to  the  community  through  the  use  of 
Special  Initiatives.  The  initiative  recognizes  one-time 
only  events,  or  is  developed  to  address  specific 
needs  during  a  particular  time.  There  are  no  current 
initiatives  underway.  Here  are  some  examples  of 
initiatives  that  have  been  created  by  GFTA  to  assist 
the  arts  community. 

•  Capital  Expenditures  Initiative  was  designed  to 
help  community-based  arts  organizations  acquire 
permanent,  technical  and  movable  equipment  for 
shared  use. 

•  Collaboration  Initiative  was  developed  to  foster  and 
encourage  organic,  effective  collaborations  and 
resource  sharing  among  arts  organizations. 

•  Facilities  Initiative  responded  to  the  rental  space 
crisis  of  the  past  few  years.  It  supported  efforts  to 
maximize  the  usefulness  and  accessibility  of  the 
City's  existing  arts  facilities.  Further,  it  worked  to 
strengthen  the  internal  capacity  of  organizations 
that  manage  multi-use  spaces  and  provided 
assistance  in  securing  an  adequate  supply  of  new 
arts  space  that  is  protected  from  market  sources. 


Other  programs 

Nonprofit  Performing  Arts  Loan  Program — (currently 
under  review)  Grants  for  the  Arts  participates  in  this 
collaborative  program  that  also  involves  foundations 
and  other  City  agencies.  The  Nonprofit  Performing 
Arts  Loan  Program  is  designed  to  stabilize  and 
support  arts  organizations.  Over  the  years,  the 
program  has  provided  more  than  20  short  and  long- 
term  low-interest  loans,  totaling  more  than  $2  million 
to  support  facilities  acquisition  and  renovations. 
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
